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LETTER  OF  TRANSMITTAL. 

Baltimore,  December  i,   193 1. 
To  the  Maryland  Historical  Society: 
Gentlemen: 
This  volume  of  the  Archives  of  Maryland  is  the  forty-eighth  of  the  general 
series  and  the  eighth  of  the  sub-series  dealing  with  activities  during  the  Revo- 
lutionary period  of  the  Council  of  Safety  and  its  successor,  the  State  Council. 
It  covers  the  Journal  and  Correspondence  of  the  State  Council  for  the  three 
years  from  November  19,  1781  to  November  11,  1784,  thus  furnishing  a  com- 
plete record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  and  the  letters 
emanating  from  them,  during  the  last  two  years  of  the  Revolution  and  the 
year  following  the  conclusion  of  the  peace.   This  volume  is  a  direct  continuation 
of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Council  which  appeared  in  Volume  Six  of  the  State 
Council  sub-series  {Archives  of  Maryland,  Volume  XLV). 

With  the  surrender  of  Cornwallis  at  Yorktown,  October  19,  1781,  and  the 
cessation  of  active  hostilities  on  a  large  scale,  the  volume  of  business  handled 
by  the  Council  began  to  decline,  but  until  the  news  was  received  of  the  signing 
of  the  preliminary  articles  of  peace  at  Paris,  November  30,  1782,  the  Council 
found  its  hands  more  than  full  with  matters  relating  to  the  war.  In  addition 
to  the  civil  administration  of  State  affairs,  it  was  called  upon  to  furnish  and 
expend  the  funds  needed  to  keep  the  Maryland  troops  supplied  with  food  and 
clothing,  to  stimulate  recruiting,  to  guard  effectively  the  British  and  German 
prisoners  captured  at  Yorktown  and  imprisoned  at  Fredericktown,  to  send 
money  and  food  to  the  wretched  Maryland  prisoners  confined  in  the  British 
prison  ships  at  New  York,  to  suppress  the  incessant  depredations  of  small 
enemy  vessels  in  the  bay,  to  conciliate  the  disbanded  soldiers  clamoring  for 
their  pay,  and  to  do  all  these  and  innumerable  other  things,  not  with  "  hard 
money  "  which  was  well  nigh  unobtainable,  but  with  bills  of  credit,  dubiously 
secured,  and  paper  currency,  rapidly  depreciating  in  value. 

The  great  bulk  of  the  entries  are  orders  from  the  Council  to  the  treasurers 
of  the  Eastern  and  Western  shores  to  pay  sundry  individuals  for  their  services 
or  for  supplies  furnished,  the  orders  specifying  whether  payments  are  to  be 
made  in  bills  of  credit,  in  paper  currency,  or  in  specie.  Payments  in  specie  were 
rarely  ordered,  for  "  hard  money  "  was  scarce,  and  consisted  of  gold  and  silver 
foreign  coins  circulating  at  fixed  ratios  of  value  as  determined  by  the  Assembly. 
There  was  no  State  or  Confederation  coinage,  and  the  silver  coins  issued  in 
1783  from  the  private  mint  of  John  Chalmers,  an  Annapolis  silversmith,  ap- 
parently with  the  tacit  approval  of  the  State  authorities,  probably  did  not  have 
a  wide  circulation. 

The  journals  of  the  Council  also  record  the  issuance  of  commissions  to 
various  county  officials,  such  as  justices,  judges  of  the  orphans  courts,  sheriffs 
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and  coroners.   Reference  can  be  made  here  to  only  a  few  of  the  more  important 
matters  with  which  we  find  the  Council  dealing. 

There  were  constant  appeals  to  Robert  Morris,  the  superintendent  of  finance, 
and  to  Congress,  to  furnish  promised  suppHes  of  clothing,  food,  and  equipment 
to  the  Maryland  troops  in  the  Continental  Army,  most  of  which  seem  to  have 
gone  unheeded.  The  care  of  the  British  and  German  prisoners,  confined  for 
the  most  part  at  Frederick,  although  it  was  the  business  of  the  Continental 
authorities,  seems  to  have  devolved  largely  upon  the  local  militia,  as  the  plan 
to  entrust  this  guard  duty  to  partly  invalided  Continental  troops  would  appear 
not  to  have  been  effectively  carried  out.  There  were  numerous  escapes  of 
prisoners  and  it  is  even  intimated  that  some  of  the  British  officers  were  not 
unwelcome  guests  at  the  houses  of  certain  prominent  Marylanders.  That  the 
needs  of  the  Frederick  prisoners  were  not  met  to  their  satisfaction  by  their 
captors,  is  indicated  by  the  arrival  at  Baltimore  in  April,  1782,  of  two  British 
sloops  from  New  York  under  a  flag  of  truce  with  supplies  for  them. 

The  hardships  endured  by  these  British  prisoners  at  Frederick,  who  seem  to 
have  had  greater  liberty  of  movement  than  met  the  approval  of  the  Council, 
must  have  been  mild  in  comparison  with  the  sufiferings  of  the  unfortunate 
American  soldiers  confined  in  the  unspeakably  overcrowded  and  unhygienic 
British  prison  ships  at  New  York,  where  neglect  and  disease  claimed  an  enor- 
mous portion  of  victims.  We  find  duly  recorded  the  repeated  efiforts  of  the 
Council  to  ship,  under  flags  of  truce  to  New  York,  tobacco,  and  later  corn  and 
flour,  there  to  be  sold  by  the  British  commanders.  Sir  Guy  Carleton  and  Ad- 
miral Robert  Digby,  and  the  proceeds  used  for  the  payment  of  debts  of  the 
Maryland  officers  in  confinement  there,  and  the  relief  of  the  pressing  needs  of 
the  other  Maryland  prisoners. 

The  surrender  of  Cornwallis  and  the  control  of  the  bay  by  de  Grasse  did 
not  end  the  depredations  of  small  enemy  ships  in  the  Chesapeake.  The  planta- 
tions of  the  lower  counties,  especially  on  the  Eastern  Shore,  were  constantly 
and  ruthlessly  plundered  and  burned  by  the  crews  of  the  enemy's  barges  which 
had  their  headquarters  in  the  islands  of  Tangier  Sound.  Somerset  County  was 
a  centre  of  Toryism  and  it  would  appear  that  Tories  and  refugees  rather  than 
British  sailors,  were  largely  responsible  for  these  attacks  upon  inoffensive  non- 
combatants.  In  at  least  one  instance  a  large  British  privateer  penetrated  the 
bay  as  far  up  as  Annapolis  before  it  was  chased  off  by  a  French  brig  of  sixteen 
guns. 

These  small  enemy  vessels,  or  barges,  as  they  were  called,  harassed  not  only 
the  bay-side  plantations  of  the  lower  Eastern  and  Western  shores,  but  on  oc- 
casion sailed  far  up  the  Patuxent  and  other  tidal  rivers,  and  even  ascended  the 
bay  as  far  as  the  Patapsco.  The  Council  made  constant  but  ineffective  efforts 
to  equip  and  man  sufficient  vessels  to  put  an  end  to  the  depredations  of  these 
"  pirates  ",  which  continued  through  the  year  1782,  and  into  the  following  year 
until  the  peace.  On  November  30th  Captain  Zedekiah  Walley,  in  command  of 
the  small  State  fleet,  in  an  engagement  with  several  enemy  barges  near  Tangier 
Island  known  as  the  Battle  of  the  Barges  had  his  vessel  blown  up  and  was  killed 
together  with  a  large  number  of  his  crew.    Although  the  French  naval  vessels 
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in  the  bay  were  constantly  called  upon  for  help,  they  were  of  little  use  because 
their  greater  draught  prevented  their  following  the  light  enemy  vessels  up 
the  shallow  creeks.  When  finally  a  sufficient  force  of  Maryland  barges  had 
been  assembled  to  give  promise  of  success  in  ridding  the  bay  of  these  scourges 
and  was  about  to  sail  for  Tangier  Sound,  peace  was  declared. 

In  the  summer  of  1782  a  considerable  contingent  of  the  French  troops  of  the 
army  of  Rochambeau  was  encamped  in  Annapolis  and  an  even  larger  number 
in  Baltimore.  While  the  privates  were  taken  care  of  in  their  own  encampments, 
the  record  shows  that  suitable  provision  for  the  housing  of  the  officers  pre- 
sented a  delicate  problem  which  the  Council  found  great  difficulty  in  solving. 
The  arrival  of  Rochambeau  in  Annapolis  August  11,  1782,  with  his  troops, 
was  celebrated  by  a  public  reception  and  the  reading  of  an  address  of  welcome 
in  the  name  of  the  Governor  and  Council.  Although  the  Governor  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  Assembly  had  previously  by  proclamation  celebrated  on  June  25 
the  recent  birth  of  the  Dauphin,  formal  congratulations  upon  the  event  were 
again  offered  to  the  Count. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  with  the  cessation  of  active  hostilities,  certain 
rather  humane  amenities  were  observed  between  the  belligerents.  We  find  the 
Council,  January  30,  1783,  "dictated  by  motives  of  humanity"  requesting 
Admiral  Robert  Digby  in  command  of  the  British  fleet,  to  issue  a  passport  to 
Edward  Giles  described  as  a  gentleman  of  Maryland,  an  officer  of  the  American 
Army  and  a  delegate  to  Congress  now  suffering  from  "  a  disorder  of  the  breast  " 
(undoubtedly  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs),  to  proceed  to  Bermuda  for  his  health  in 
his  own  vessel  with  a  companion  and  slaves  to  attend  him,  and  requesting  the 
Admiral  to  make  recommendations  to  the  Governor  of  the  Island  on  his  behalf. 
Giles  died  a  week  or  two  later  before  the  request  could  be  acted  upon.  Per- 
mission was  given  to  Thomas  Jenings,  a  prominent  and  wealthy  resident  of 
Annapolis  and  a  former  attorney-general,  to  have  shipped  to  him  from  New 
York  through  the  enemy  lines  various  articles  for  personal  use  which  he  had 
ordered  in  England  before  the  Revolution  and  which  had  been  lying  there 
since  its  capture  by  the  British,  including  such  essentials  as  laced  ruffled  shirts, 
embroidered  waistcoats,  and  a  copper  plate  engraved  with  his  coat  of  arms. 
We  also  note  permission  granted  to  Dennis  Ryan  of  Baltimore  to  go  to  New 
York  with  his  company  of  comedians  and  their  properties.  Authority  was  given 
various  individuals  to  proceed  to  New  York  for  business  or  family  reasons 
and  to  enter  the  enemy's  lines  there.  A  few  weeks  after  the  surrender  at 
Yorktown,  Washington  is  asked  for  a  flag  of  truce  to  permit  the  representa- 
tives of  Cecil  County  to  proceed  to  New  York  to  secure  the  restoration  of  the 
public  records  of  that  county,  which  had  been  carried  ofif  by  General  Howe 
in  1777  when  he  passed  through  the  Head  of  Elk  in  his  advance  on  Philadelphia. 

Not  only  was  the  Council  incessantly  struggling  with  the  problem  of  securing 
sufficient  funds  to  meet  its  requirements,  but  it  was  engaged  in  a  constant 
squabble  with  that  most  important  state  official,  the  Intendant  of  the  Revenue, 
Daniel  of  St.  Thomas  Jenifer,  as  to  their  respective  powers  in  the  handling 
of  the  public  funds,  and  at  times  the  dispute  became  very  acrimonious.    After 
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peace  was  established  Samuel  Chase  was  sent  to  England  to  secure  the  trans- 
fer to  the  State  of  the  stock  of  the  Bank  of  England  which  stood  in  the  name 
of  the  old  provincial  government.  It  may  be  added  that  he  not  only  succeeded 
in  doing  this  but  also  secured  for  himself  a  second  wife  while  on  this  visit  to 
England.  In  1783  a  resident  of  Harford  County  brought  sweeping  charges 
against  eight  justices  of  that  county,  including  malversation  in  office,  perjury, 
drunkenness,  and  incompetency.  The  charges  were  not  substantiated,  however, 
and  were  dismissed  by  the  Council.  The  late  proprietary  Governor,  Sir  Robert 
Eden,  returned  to  Maryland  after  peace  was  established  as  the  legal  representa- 
tive of  Henry  Harford,  the  last  proprietary,  with  a  view  to  securing  from  the 
State  either  recognition  of  the  rights  in  Maryland  lands  which  Harford  still 
claimed,  or  compensation  for  his  losses  through  their  confiscation.  Eden,  who 
had  always  been  personally  popular  and  was  the  last  of  the  British  governors  in 
the  colonies  to  leave  his  post  after  the  outbreak  of  the  Revolution,  presumed  too 
much  upon  his  former  popularity,  however,  when  soon  after  his  arrival  in 
Maryland  he  actually  began  in  January,  1784,  to  issue  and  sign  patents  in  the 
name  of  the  former  proprietary  to  vacant  lands  to  which  the  latter  still  made 
claim.  At  once  the  State  was  in  a  turmoil,  and  February  21,  we  find  the  Gover- 
nor and  Council  instructing  Luther  Martin,  the  attorney-general,  to  take  im- 
mediate steps  to  determine  whether  Eden  should  not  be  prosecuted  for  fraud 
and  treason  in  this  offence  against  the  sovereignty  and  dignity  of  the  State. 
These  activities  apparently  ceased  as  we  find  no  further  reference  to  him  in  this 
connection,  and  he  died  in  Maryland,  September  3,  1784,  while  on  this  mission 
for  Harford. 

At  least  two  instances  of  disputes  between  Maryland  and  other  states  are 
recorded  in  these  records.  Under  date  of  March  19,  1783,  Governor  Paca 
sent  a  stinging  letter  to  the  Governor  of  Rhode  Island  protesting  against  the 
capture  and  confiscation  by  a  Rhode  Island  schooner  of  a  small  Maryland 
sloop,  which  under  a  flag  of  truce  was  on  the  way  to  New  York  with  food 
shipped  by  the  Council  for  the  relief  of  the  one  hundred  and  fifty  or  more 
wretched  Marylanders  confined  there  in  British  prison  ships,  and  demanded 
redress  and  immediate  release  of  the  schooner.  Another  instance  of  interstate 
friction  involved  the  extradition  to  Pennsylvania  of  a  certain  Captain  Henry 
Carberry,  a  citizen  of  Maryland  but  lately  a  captain  in  the  Pennsylvania  Line, 
charged  with  "  dangerous  insurrection  "  in  Philadelphia  in  June  1784,  doubt- 
less a  disbanded  soldier  clamoring  too  vigorously  for  back  pay.  An  inter- 
minable correspondence  arose  involving  at  first  the  jurisdiction  of  the  states 
of  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania  in  what  was  deemed  to  be  a  case  of  treason, 
as  well  as  the  question  of  State  or  Confederation  jurisdiction.  The  affair  ends, 
however,  in  a  lengthy  and  acrimonious  dispute  between  Governor  Paca  and  the 
General  Court  of  Maryland  as  to  the  respective  authority  of  the  Governor  and 
the  Court  in  the  matter,  in  which  the  governor  insists  in  a  long  and  heated 
letter  that  the  authority  to  deliver  up  to  another  jurisdiction  a  person  so  charged 
is  vested  not  in  the  judiciary  but  in  the  executive  alone,  and  announces  his 
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intention  of  laying  the  matter  before  the  General  Assembly  for  its  determina- 
tion. It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  Assembly  at  the  next  session  passed  an 
act  upholding  Paca's  contention,  but  we  are  not  told  what  was  the  fate  of  the 
prisoner. 

Congress  held  its  session  in  the  State  House  at  Annapolis  from  November  26, 
1783  to  June  3,  1784.  The  proceedings  of  the  Council  contain  only  casual 
references  to  this  session,  made  notable  by  the  circumstance  that  it  was  then 
that  Washington  came  to  Annapolis  to  relinquish  his  military  command  and 
to  deliver  his  celebrated  address  on  December  23,  1783.  The  Governor  and 
Council  under  date  of  December  20,  had  sent  him  an  address  expressing  their 
warm  appreciation  of  his  services,  to  which  he  made  appropriate  answer.  Both 
of  these  addresses  are  entered  in  the  records.  An  entry  also  appears  in  the 
proceedings  of  the  Council  that  pursuant  to  a  resolution  of  the  Assembly, 
the  Chevalier  d'Annemours,  or  d'Anmour  as  it  is  usually  spelled  in  contempo- 
rary American  records,  recently  received  by  Congress  as  Consul  General  of 
France  to  the  United  States,  should  likewise  be  recognized  as  Consul  General 
to  the  State  of  Maryland. 

At  this  period  the  Governor  and  Council  were  elected  annually  by  the  General 
Assembly.  The  Council  journal  opens  with  the  selection,  November  19,  1781, 
of  Thomas  Sim  Lee  as  governor.  A  year  later  William  Paca  became  governor, 
and  he  was  reelected  in  1784.  The  Council,  in  addition  to  the  Governor,  was 
made  up  of  a  president  and  five  members  The  members  of  the  Council  during 
the  three  years  covered  by  this  volume  were  as  a  rule  men  of  ability  and 
distinction.  We  find  the  names  of  John  Hoskins  Stone,  later  a  governor, 
James  Price,  a  distinguished  Annapolis  lawyer,  Jeremiah  Townley  Chase, 
afterwards  the  Chief  Judge  of  Maryland  Court  of  Appeals,  William  Paca,  the 
"  signer,"  Gabriel  Duvall,  later  a  justice  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court, 
Benjamin  Ogle,  afterwards  governor,  Benjamin  Stoddert,  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  under  Adams,  Samuel  Turbutt  Wright,  Charles  Wallace,  and  John  David- 
son. During  this  three  year  period  from  time  to  time  we  find  members 
resigning  because  of  disapproval  of  the  action  of  the  majority  of  their 
colleagues. 

With  the  conclusion  of  the  peace  the  amount  of  business  transacted  by  the 
Council  shows  a  rapid  decrease.  The  proceedings  and  correspondence  for  1784 
in  amount  is  scarcely  a  fourth  of  that  transacted  in  each  of  the  two  preceding 
years.  The  records  here  presented  are  to  be  found  in  manuscript  form  in 
Liber  C.  B.  No.  24  of  the  Journal  of  the  Council  and  in  Liber  No.  78  of  the 
Letters  from  the  Council.  The  contents  of  these  two  books,  as  in  the  pre- 
vious volumes  of  this  Revolutionary  sub-series,  have  been  combined  so  that 
the  entries  from  both  of  them  are  here  brought  together  and  arranged  ac- 
cording to  dates.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  letters  addressed  to  the  Council 
during  the  same  period  cannot  be  included  in  this  volume  in  a  similar  way. 
Their  number  is  so  great  and  so  many  of  them  do  not  relate  to  the  business  of 
the  Council  as  shown  by  its  own  journals,  however,  that  it  seems  wise  to 
continue  the  publication  in  separate  volumes  of  such  of  these  letters  as  seem 
of  special  historical  value. 
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In  the  preparation  of  this  volume  for  the  press  the  editor  has  had  the  as- 
sistance of  Mr.  Charles  Fickus  of  the  staff  of  the  Maryland  Historical  Society. 
The  carefully  prepared  index  is  the  work  of  Miss  Elizabeth  Mann. 

The  next  volume  of  the  Archives,  which  is  now  in  press  and  will  appear  in 
the  near  future,  is  the  Proceedings  of  the  Provincial  Court,  1663-1666.  It  will 
be  followed  by  the  fiftieth  volume  of  the  series,  the  Acts  and  Proceedings  of 
the  Assembly  from  1752  to  1754.

We  doubt  not  you  will  J^-'^^^^J^  ^^-  7° 
use  every  Efifort  to  accomplish  an  Object  which  must  be  productive 
of  so  great  and  good  Consequences.  Those  States  which  may  be 
under  the  pernicious  Influence  of  the  Idea,  that  their  Accounts  are 
not  to  be  adjusted  with  the  Continent,  will  then  have  no  Temptation 
to  withold  their  Exertions  from  the  Common  Cause;  we  can  with 
Truth  assure  you,  such  an  Idea  is  deemed  inconsistent  with  our 
Safety,  is  generally  reprobated  in  this  State,  and  has  in  no  Instance, 
restrained  our  Endeavours  to  comply  with  the  Requisitions  of  Con- 
gress ;  and  it  would  give  us  great  Pleasure  if  an  immediate  Settlement 
could  be  obtained,  as  we  are  fully  persuaded  we  should  be  found 
among  the  foremost  of  those  States  which  have  done  most,  and  con- 
sequently have  least  to  do.  To  the  Accounts  against  the  State,  previ- 
ous to  the  Resolution  of  Congress  of  March  the  18'*"  1780,  we  can, 
at  present,  say  but  little,  as  the  Principles  upon  which  our  Charges 
against  the  Continent  must  be  made,  are  yet  to  establish.  It  may  not, 
however,  be  improper  to  observe  that  we  have  a  Flying  Camp  Ac- 
count, to  a  considerable  Amount,  that  we  have  furnished  large 
Quantities  of  Arms  and  Ammunition  to  the  Continent,  that  we  have 
always  had  a  respectable  Army  in  the  Field,  raised  and  equipped,  in 
the  first  Instance,  almost  entirely  at  our  own  Expence,  and  that  we 
have  a  very  large  Account  of  Contingencies.  W^e  mention  these 
Things  because  no  Accounts  of  them  have  yet  been  exhibited,  and 
not  with  a  Design  to  conceal  under  unnecessary  Vauntings,  our  Want 
of  Exertions.  With  Respect  to  the  Requisitions  of  Congress,  since 
the  Resolution  already  mentioned,  we  are  well  convinced  that  we  have 
nearly,  if  not  more  than  balanced  them,  though  unfortunately  we 
cannot  now  ascertain  the  Amount  of  our  Compliances,  from  the 
present  deranged  Situation  of  the  public  Accounts.  Our  Returns, 
which  shall  be  forwarded  the  first  Moment  they  can  be  prepared,  will 
convince  you  Sir,  that  we  have  not  over-rated  our  Exertions ;  mean 
Time,  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  remind  you,  that  besides  every  Efifort 
to  furnish  the  whole  specific  Supplies  demanded  of  us,  we  have  been 
exposed  to  very  heavy  Expences,  in  a  great  Measure,  unknown  to 
the  other  States,  particularly  in  the  Articles  of  all  Kinds  of  Transpor- 
tation of  Troops  and  Provisions  and  the  Maintenance  of  Prisoners. 
We  have  also  paid  very  considerable  Draughts  of  the  commanding 
Generals  of  the  Southern  Army,  made  upon  us  under  Recommenda- 
tions of  Congress.  Enclosed  are  all  the  Acts  which  have  been  passed 
in  this  State,  since  the  18*''  of  March  1780,  for  the  Collection  of 
Taxes  and  furnishing  Supplies  to  the  United  States ;  from  these  you 
will  judge  of  so  much  of  the  internal  Police  of  this  State,  as  relates 
to  the  laying,  assessing,  levying  and  collecting  of  Taxes.

We  have  this  Day  wrote 
to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Finances,  for  Cash  to  support  the  Pris- 
oners'; as  our  Request  is  reasonable  we  have  Expectations  of  suc- 
ceeding, in  which  Case,  some  of  your  Difficulties  will  be  removed.

The  General  Assembly,  upon  Information  that  Congress  had  im- 
ported or  purchased  a  large  Quantity  of  Soldiers  Cloathing  for  the 
Army,  directed  us  to  apply,  in  a  particular  Manner,  through  your 
Excellency,  for  twenty  five  hundred  Suits  for  our  Line,  which  we 
hope  will  be  furnished  to  us,  as  it  is  absolutely  beyond  our  Ability  to 
provide  this  Article.  We  need  not  remind  Congress  that  we  have,  for 
these  two  Years  past,  cloathed  our  Men  entirely,  without  the  smallest 
Assistance  from  the  Continent.  If  the  Whole  of  the  Cloathing  re- 
quested cannot  be  supplied  immediately,  we  would  wish  to  be  in- 
formed when  we  may  expect  to  receive  it.  The  Assembly  have  passed 
a  Recruiting  Bill  which  we  believe  would  be  effectual,  provided  we 
had  Cloathing  to  give  the  old  Soldiers,  as  well  as  the  new  Recruits. 
We  are  also  directed  by  the  Assembly  to  make  Application  for  3000 
Stand  of  Arms,  an  Article,  of  which  we  are  almost  destitute,  from 
having  lent  to  the  Continent,  in  the  Year  1776,  upwards  of  3000 
Stand,  to  arm  our  Regulars  and  the  Flying  Camp,  none  of  which 
were  returned,  and  at  different  Times  since  that  Period,  to  arm  the 
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January  28  Regulars  raised  in  this  State,  and  particularly  those  raised  the  last 
Liber  No.  78  year,  amounting  in  the  whole,  to  a  much  larger  Number  than  we  now 
solicit,  after  deducting  what  we  have  received  from  the  Continent.

It  being  impossible  for  us  to  judge  of  the  Truth  of  the  Facts  set  p.  333 
forth  in  the  enclosed  Petition,  we  request  you  will,  after  giving  the 
Parties  concerned  due  Notice,  make  Enquiry  into  them,  and  report 
to  us  whether  they  be  well  founded.  If  you  find  it  necessary  to  take 
any  Depositions  on  the  Occasion,  you  will  be  pleased  to  transmit  them 
to  us  also.

molested by  the  same  Route  to  Baltimore  and  to  go  on  Board  the 
Flag  Vessels  which  are  then  to  Depart. —

that,  to  afford  Security  to  the  Bay  Trade,  Safety  to  the  Inha?jitants  p.'34^ 
on  the  Shores,  by  taking,  destroying,  or  driving  off  the  Vessels  of 
the  Enemy,  and  to  depopulate  the  Tangier  Islands,  within  the  Limits 
of  this  State,  are  the  Objects  of  your  Cruize,  and  we  leave  it  to  your 
Judgment  and  Experience  to  execute  them  in  the  speediest  and  most 
effectual  Manner  in  your  Power,  suggesting  only  our  Opinion  that, 
as  there  is  great  Cause  to  suspect  the  People  of  the  Tanglers  have 
acted  a  very  principal  Part  in  the  late  Depredations,  your  first  Object 
should  be,  to  seize  all  the  Inhabitants  of  these  Islands,  within  this 
State  below  Hooper's  Streights,  and  between  the  Sound  and  the  Bay, 
with  all  their  Vessels,  Boats,  Canoes,  and  other  Property,  and  turn 
the  Whole  over  to  the  Lieutenants  of  the  Counties  in  which  they 
respectively  reside  to  whom  we  have  written  on  the  Subject,  and  who 
will  dispose  of  them  agreeable  to  Law.  Should  there  be  any  Men 
willing  to  go  in  the  Barges,  you  may  take  them,  if  you  think  proper. 
It  will  be  necessary  for  you  to  take  an  Account  of  the  Number  and 
Names  of  the  People  you  deliver  over,  and  their  Property.  You  will 
write  us  by  every  Opportunity,  of  your  Prospects  and  Success,  and 
we  wish  you  to  keep  a  Journal  of  your  Proceedings,  to  be  laid  before 
this  Board  on  your  Return,  which  must  be  as  soon  as  you  have 
effected  the  Purposes  of  your  Cruize.  The  Barges  are  to  be  brought 
to  this  Place.

The  Men  deemed  enlisted  Soldiers  for  the  War,  must  be 
secured  for  the  present,  or  such  as  choose  it,  may  be  permitted  to  go 
on  Board  the  Barges.  You  will  be  pleased  to  give  all  the  Assistance 
in  your  Power,  to  the  Commodore  in  this  Business.  We  send  Ex- 
tracts from  the  Law  alluded  to.

We  were  informed  by  His  Excellency  General  Washington,  that 
he  had  granted  Permission  for  the  Sloops  Mary,  and  Leith  to  pro- 
ceed from  New  York  to  Baltimore,  with  Cloathing  and  Necessaries 
for  the  British  and  German  Prisoners  in  this  State,  and  suppose  they 
are  the  Flags  which  have  arrived ;  if  so  it  will  be  proper  to  continue 
the  Guard  on  Board  and  to  take  every  necessary  Precaution  to  pre- 
vent any  Intercourse  with  the  Inhabitants.  M""  Carroll,  of  Congress, 
writes  that  the  Flags  which  went  to  Philadelphia  with  Cloathing  for 
the  British  Prisoners,  have  been  seized,  for  having  on  Board  very 
considerable  Quantities  of  British  Goods,  not  comprehended  in  his 
Excellency's  Passport.  You  will  be  pleased,  before  you  permit  any 
of  the  Goods  to  be  landed,  to  compare  them  with  the  Invoice  and 
Passport,  and  if  you  discover  they  have  Goods  of  considerable  Value 
on  Board,  not  intended  for  the  Prisoners  or  covered  by  the  Passport, 
you  will  seize  the  Vessels  and  inform  us  thereof ;  a  Surplus  in  a  few 
Suits  of  Cloaths  or  Necessaries  intended  for  the  Prisoners,  need 
not  be  noticed.  Should  it  appear  there  has  been  no  Violation  of  the 
Flag,  you  will  suffer  the  Officers  who  have  the  Cloathing  and  Neces- 
saries in  Charge,  to  land  and  transport  them  to  Frederick  Town,  and 
assist  them  in  procuring  Waggons  at  the  accustomed  Prices,  for  it 
is  our  Wish  they  should  not  be  imposed  on.  You  will  deliver  the 
enclosed  Passport  to  the  Officers  who  attend  the  Waggons  for  their 
Safe  Conduct  through  the  Country  to  the  Place  of  Cantonment,  after 
filling  up  the  Blank  with  their  Names.  If  the  People  on  Board 
should  be  in  Need  of  fresh  Provisions,  you  may  assist  the  Officers 
in  procuring  it.

P-  343  It  is  said,  the  Men  whose  Names  are  on  the  enclosed  List,  engaged 
in  the  Regular  Service,  but  the  Time  of  their  engaging  is  not  ascer- 
tained. The  regular  Way,  we  think,  of  setling  the  Accounts  of  the 
nine  Months  Men,  who  enlisted  before  their  Term  of  Service  ex- 
pired, would  be,  to  pay  them  as  Militia  Men  for  that  Time;  but  we 
know  not  whether  this  Rule  is  observed.  Would  it  not  be  proper  to 
enquire  of  General  Smallwood  whether,  in  such  Cases,  their  Pay  as 
Regulars,  commences  at  the  Time  of  enlisting,  or  at  the  End  of  the 
nine  Months  the  Men  engaged  to  serve  as  Militia?  And  after  being 
satisfied  in  this  Point,  we  do  not  conceive  we  should  be  justifiable  in 
ordering  Payment  on  the  Account  as  it  now  stands,  as  there  are  no 
proper  Vouchers  that  any  Persons,  but  those  to  whom  the  Money  is 
due  has  a  Right  to  receive  it.

We  have  not,  nor  do  we  mean  to  consider  the  Suit  brought  by 
Randall;  that  is  before  a  proper  Judicature  and  will  be  legally  dis- 
cussed and  determined,  and  the  Damages  given,  if  the  Action  is  sup- 
ported proportionate  to  the  Injury,  and  the  Nature  of  it.  It  does 
p.  344  not  appear  to  us  to  be  necessary,  in  a  Case  so  plain  and  self  evident, 
to  point  out  any  particular  Law  from  whence  we  derive  a  Power  to 
interfere  and  afford  Redress  to  an  injured  Citizen,  where  he  is  op- 
pressed by  the  Military.  Such  a  Power  must  be  lodged  somwhere, 
and  we  know  of  no  other  Jurisdiction  which  can,  in  a  summary  Way, 
determine  such  a  Case  between  the  State  and  the  Subject,  and  grant 
immediate  Relief,  when  a  palpable  Injury  has  been  committed.  The 
Executiue  have  always,  in  the  last  Resort,  superintended  the  Re- 
cruiting Service  and  exercised  the  Power  of  discharging  or  Retaining 
Recruits,  according  to  the  Circumstances  disclosed  to  them ;  and  we 
conceive,  the  Law  giving  you  a  Power  to  superintend  that  Service, 
could  not  nor  was  intended  to  prevent  our  Interference  in  the  accus- 
tomed Manner.  If  we  have  assumed  a  Power,  or  exercised  it  im- 
properly, we  cannot  be  responsible  to  any  Individual,  and  we  are 
fully  convinced  our  Interposition  in  this  and  similar  Cases,  will  not 
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obstruct  the  Recruiting  Service,  but  have  a  contrary  Tendency.  April  24 
M""  Randall's  Application  was  not  secret,  but  open,  as  other  Appli-  ^'^^  ^^^'  ^ 
cations  are  made,  and  was  openly  heard  and  determined.  We  do  not 
comprehend  what  you  mean  by  an  ex  parte  Hearing,  we  neither  did 
nor  do  consider  you  or  Hamilton  a  Party ;  the  State  alone  could  be 
interested  in  our  Decision.  We  viewed  you  in  a  very  different  Light 
from  that  in  which  you  have  been  pleased  to  place  yourself,  and  con- 
sidered you  as  having  a  Right  to  judge  of  Randall's  Complaint,  in 
the  first  Instance,  such  Judgment  not  conclusive,  but  subject  to  our 
Revision  and  Controul,  upon  an  Appeal  to  us.  The  Suit  brought  by 
Randall  against  Hamilton,  cannot  be  affected  by  our  Determination, 
and  therefore  he  could  not  be  injured  by  it,  or  considered  as  a  Party. 
We  communicated  the  Testimony  in  our  first  Letter,  upon  which  our 
Request  was  made,  and  had  no  Doubt  of  your  Compliance ;  you  now 
say  it  is  not  conclusive,  though  you  once  thought  it  sufficient,  or  you 
would  not  have  agreed  to  restore  the  Apprentice,  on  a  Composition. 
You  observe,  had  M"^  Randall  applied  first  to  us,  and  we  pointed  out 
the  Law  that  gave  us  a  Power,  you  would  with  great  Pleasure,  have 
paid  Attention  to  our  Order;  can  that  change  Randall's  Right,  or 
does  our  Power  depend  upon  the  Mode  in  which  Application  for 
Redress  is  made,  and  will  you  admit  that  nothing  but  Punctilio  pre- 
vents you  from  doing  Randall  Justice  and  restoring  his  Servant  ?  As 
you  have  deemed  it  proper,  by  Way  of  elucidating  this  Case,  to 
mention  an  Instance  in  which  we  have,  in  your  Apprehension,  devi- 
ated from  Propriety;  we  wish  you  had  preserved  your  Candour 
throughout,  and  recapitulated  the  other  Instances  alluded  to,  in 
which  a  Want  of  Delicacy  was  discovered  by  you.  Though  we  feel 
no  Propensity  to  augment  our  Power,  or  stretch  our  authority  beyond 
the  proper  Tone,  we  shall  without  Reluctance,  admit  you  to  be  a 
competent  Judge  of  the  Force  of  your  own  Observations.  We  know 
of  no  Criterion  to  ascertain  and  determine  the  Motives  of  Individuals, 
as  public  Bodies  but  their  Actions,  and  this  we  must,  and  are  willing 
to  abide  by,  though  we  cannot  flatter  ourselves,  our  Conduct  will,  in 
all  Instances  bear  the  Scrutiny  of  the  most  candid.  We  should  not 
have  been  thus  prolix,  but  the  Length  of  your  Letter  and  the  Variety 
of  Matter  contained  therein,  rendered  it  unavoidable.  We  hope  it 
will  not  be  necessary  to  enter  into  a  more  ample  Discussion  of  this 
Subject,  but  that  it  may  be  terminated  by  your  discharging  and  re- 
turning Simmonds  to  his  Master.

The  various   and    unportant   Matters   contained   in    the   Several  p.  347 

Resolutions  of  Congress,  the  Letters  from  General  Washington,  the 
Superintendant  of  Finance,  and  the  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs, 
received  since  your  Adjournment,  which  we  have  the  Honor  of  laying 
before  you,  together  with  strong  Appearances  of  a  Change  having 
taken  Place,  on  the  Part  of  the  Enemy,  in  the  System  of  conducting 
the  War,  and  the  evident  Necessity  of  providing  against  the  Effects 
of  this  Change,  have  induced  us  to  convene  you  so  much  earlier 
than  the  Time  to  which  both  Houses  stood  adjourned.  The  Letters 
of  the  Superintendant  of  the  Finances,  and  more  particularly,  the 
Letter  from  His  Excellency  the  Commander  in  Chief,  so  powerfully 
manifest  the  absolute  Necessity  of  a  Compliance  with  the  Requisitions 
of  Congress  of  the  second  of  November  last,  making  not  only  all  the 
Plans  of  the  former,  which  have  been  approved  of  by  Congress,  for 
restoring  public  Credit,  and  introducing  into  every  Department  the 
most  rigid  Economy,  the  Effects  of  which  have  already  been  so 
salutary;  but  the  very  Existence  of  the  Army,  to  depend  upon  this 
Compliance,  that  nothing  is  left  for  us  to  say  upon  this  Subject  more 
than  to  lament  that  our  present  Supply  Bill,  although  extremely 
burthensome  to  the  People,  brings  nothing  into  the  Treasury,  or 
nothing  in  Comparison  with  what  the  People  pay  and  the  Demands 
of  the  State;  Indeed  it  does  not  appear  that  Congress  will  derive  the 
smallest  Aid  from  it,  the  Distresses  of  our  Trade  having  destroyed  all 
Demand  for  the  specific  Articles,  which  must  either  remain  in  the 
Counties  where  they  are  collected  until  they  waste  away  upon  our 
Hands,  or  be  sent  to  Market  at  an  Expence  for  Transportation,  equal 
to,  if  not  beyond  their  whole  Value.  The  Damages  sustained  by  the 
Citizens  on  the  Bay  Shores,  and  the  Interruption  given  to  our  domes- 
tic, as  well  as  foreign  Trade,  since  the  last  Session,  will  evince  more 
than  any  Reasons  we  can  urge,  the  Necessity  of  immediately  adopting 
the  most  effectual  Measures  for  the  internal  Defence  of  the  State.  The 
great  Number  of  Captures  made  by  the  Vessels  of  the  Enemy,  on 
every  Part  of  the  American  Coast,  the  Blocking  up  of  the  Delaware  p.  348 
and  the  Chesapeake  Bays,  indicate  too  clearly  that  the  Change  in  the 
System  of  conducting  the  War  has  already  began  to  operate.  You 
will  observe  from  the  Letter  M""  Morris  to  the  Intendant,  that  all  the 
accounts  of  the  Army  are  to  be  setled  up  to  the  End  of  the  last  year, 
that  Congress  take  upon  themselves  the  whole  Business  of  feeding, 
cloathing  and  paying  the  Army  for  the  present,  and  succeeding  years, 
for  which  Purposes  they  have  called  upon  the  States  for  sufficient 
Supplies;  and  that  partial  Advances  made  by  the  States  to  their 
Officers  or  Men  for  pay  due  after  the  Commencement  of  the  present 
Year,  will  not  be  admitted  as  Charges  against  the  United  States, 
nor  suffered  to  be  deducted  out  of  the  Pay  of  those  receiving  the 
Advances.  In  Consequence  of  those  Regulations,  we  take  the  Liberty 
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May  7  of  suggesting  the  Necessity  of  some  Mode  being  speedily  devised  for 
Liber  No.  78  bringing  to  Settlement,  all  such  Advances  made  to  the  Line  of  this 
State,  and  the  Propriety  of  repealing  the  Laws  directing  them  to  be 
made.  Besides  the  Acts  of  Congress  passed  since  the  last  Session,  we 
have  thought  proper  to  lay  before  you  all  those  which  in  any  wise 
relate  to  the  national  Bank,  as  well  as  that,  recommending  an  Impost 
of  five  per  Cent  Duty  on  all  Goods  imported  and  on  Prizes,  and  prize 
Goods,  with  the  Letter  of  the  Superintendant  of  Finance,  on  these 
important  Subjects ;  conceiving  that  a  Reference  to  those  Papers 
might  become  necessary  in  the  Course  of  your  Deliberations.  Permit 
us,  before  we  conclude,  to  call  your  Attention  to  one  more  Subject, 
which  we  persuade  ourselves,  you  will  deem  of  sufficient  Consequence 
to  merit  your  early  Consideration.  From  an  apprehension  that  the 
Laws  of  the  last  Session  were  not  published  soon  enough  to  give  the 
People  throughout  the  State  sufficient  Information,  respecting  the 
Time  of  compounding  for  their  Certificates,  and  that  considerable 
Injury  might  be  done  to  many  who,  notwithstanding  they  knew  the 
Law,  could  not  compound,  their  Certificates  being  mislaid,  or  erro- 
neous, Circumstances  which  they  could  not  guard  against;  we  ven- 
tured to  give  Orders  to  the  Registers  of  the  Land  Office,  to  suspend 
issuing  Warrants  of  Proclamation  to  affect  such  Certificates,  until  the 
General  Assembly  could  have  an  Opportunity  of  investigating  the 
Subject,  directing  them  to  keep  an  exact  Account  of  all  Applications 
and  the  Time  of  their  being  made,  that,  if  it  should  be  found  inex- 
pedient to  make  any  Alteration  in  the  Law,  the  Applicants  might 
not  be  deprived  of  their  Right  of  Preemption  by  our  Interference.

P-357  We  are  informed,  but  not  officially,  that  the  Congress  have  de- 
termined to  pay  and  cloath  the  Army  from  the  Treasury  of  the 
United  States,  for  the  present  and  succeeding  Years.  That  no  Ad- 
vances made  by  particular  States,  to  their  Officers  and  Men,  will  be 
admitted  in  Discharge  of  the  Demand  for  the  8  Millions  of  Dollars. 
That  the  Debt  due  to  the  Army  from  August  1780  to  January  1782, 
is  to  be  considered  as  a  Continental  debt  and  not  to  be  paid  by  the 
respective  States,  as  heretofore.  If  such  Regulations  have  taken 
Place,  we  shall  be  much  obliged  to  you  for  them,  otherwise  we  may 
interfere  with  very  proper  Arrangements,  without  knowing  it.  We 
have,  for  a  considerable  Time  past,  been  in  the  Practice  of  making 
Advances  to  our  Officers,  and  it  is  still  continued,  which  might  not 
be  the  Case,  were  we  acquainted  with  the  System  adopted  by 
Congress,  or  under  their  Authority.

Among  other  Measures,  adopted  by  our  Assembly,  at  their  last 
Sitting,  to  raise  Money  for  the  United  States,  they  laid  a  Tax  of 
five  Shillings  Specie  on  the  hundred  Pound,  to  be  collected  by  the 
first  of  August  next,  but  afterwards,  upon  an  Application  from 
General  Greene,  they  directed  that  twenty  Dragoon  Horses  should  be 
purchased  out  of  the  Monies  arising  from  this  Tax,  or  with  Certifi- 
cates to  be  received  in  Payment  of  the  same.  We  do  not  flatter 
ourselves  that  this  Tax  will  be  very  productive.  It  is  a  Truth  that 
our  People  are  possessed  of  but  very  little  Specie,  and  even  that' 
Little  is  chiefly  confined  to  Baltimore  Town,  and  the  few  upper 
Counties  which  are  so  situated  as  to  have  Intercourse  with  Baltimore 
or  Philadelphia.  The  lower  and  most  considerable  Part  of  the  State, 
has  neither  Specie  nor  the  Means  of  getting  it,  for  there  is  no 
Demand  for  any  Thing  the  People  make,  those  in  the  upper  Counties 
having  it  abundantly  in  their  Power  to  furnish  every  Article  required 
for  Exportation  by  the  Merchants  of  Baltimore,  which  is  the  only 
Town  in  the  State,  where  foreign  Commerce  is  carried  on.  We  have 
been  thus  particular,  as  well  for  the  Purpose  of  giving  you,  what  we 
deem,  necessary  Information,  as  to  enable  you  to  judge,  from  a  View 
of  all  Circumstances,  of  the  Propriety  of  the  following  Proposition. 
The  Notes  advanced  to  the  Officers  of  the  Maryland  Line  for  two 
and  three  Months  Pay,  have  no  Credit  in  the  State  at  present,  from 
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an  Opinion  which  prevails  that  the  States  will  not  have  it  in  their  July  12 
Power  to  enable  you  to  redeem  them.  We  think  if  they  were  received  p'^^^  °" '' 
in  Payment  of  the  Specie  Tax,  the  Officers  could  dispose  of  them 
without  Loss,  and  the  Tax  would  be  more  productive,  in  Projxjrtion 
to  the  Increase  of  the  Means  of  paying  it.  We  therefore  propose, 
if  it  meets  with  your  Concurrence,  to  direct  the  Collectors  to  receive, 
as  Specie,  not  only  the  Notes  already  issued,  but  all  that  may  be  issued 
to  the  Officers  of  the  Maryland  Line.  We  are  informed  that  Pensyl- 
vania  and  some  other  States,  have  made  Advances  of  two  Months 
Pay  to  their  Soldiers,  and  our  Officers  impute  to  this  Discrimination, 
the  general  Discontents  of  our  Privates,  among  whom,  such  Jeal- 
ousies and  uneasinesses  prevail,  that  it  has  been  with  the  utmost 
Difficulty  that  their  ill  Humour  has  been  restrained  from  breaking 
out  into  the  most  dangerous  Mutiny.  Under  these  Circumstances  we 
cannot  help  anxiously  wishing  that  our  Soldiers  might  be  put  in  the 
same  Situation  with  others,  either  by  you  or  the  State.

Not 
being  possessed  of  the  particular  Agreement  alluded  to  in  the  31^' 
Article  of  the  Treaty  of  Amity  and  Commerce  between  his  most 
Christian  Majesty  and  the  thirteen  United  States  of  America,  we  are 
not  acquainted  with  the  Rights  and  Priveleges  of  Consuls  of  France, 
residing  in  America.  We  have  therefore  written  to  Philadelphia  for 
Information,  on  this  Subject,  and  as  soon  as  it  is  obtained,  you  may 
depend  Sir,  that  the  most  ample  Reparation  shall  be  made  for  any 
Injury  or  Insult  which  may  have  been  offered  to  the  Rights  of  his 
most  Christian  Majesty  or  the  Dignity  of  his  Flag.

As  the  Subjects  of  the  present  Controversy  have  greatly  multi- 
plied, it  may  not  be  unnecessary  to  remind  you  of  those  Matters 
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September  which  gave  Rise  to  it,  and  call  your  Attention  to  the  Positions  and 
Liber  No  78  R^^sons  we  advanced,  as  the  Grounds  of  our  Interference  with  the 
p.  373  Business  of  your  Office.  We  were  of  Opinion  that  you  would  mis- 
apply the  Public  Money  if  you  remitted  £50,000.  to  Congress, 
without  retaining  enough  to  satisfy  necessitous  Creditors  and  others 
described  in  the  Act.  Your  declared  Intentions  to  conduct  yourself 
in  that  Line,  induced  us  to  point  out  how  the  public  Money  was  to 
be  distributed  by  Law,  and  what  Claims  against  the  State  ought  to 
be  preferred,  if  the  Property  was  not  adequate  to  all  Purposes,  and 
Ibid,  ^'so  to  assert  that  we  had  a  Right  to  call  on  you  for  Information, 
P-374  and  to  interfere  whenever  the  Interest  of  the  State  required  it. 
This  you  call  an  Assumption  of  Power  inconsistent  with  and  sub- 
versive of  your  Office,  but  you  have  not  been  pleased,  either  to  shew 
how  it  will  render  the  Office  less  beneficial,  or  to  answer  the  Reasons 
we  have  already  urged,  and  which,  we  think,  warrant  our  Interposi- 
tion ;  and  therefore  we  can  but  conclude  that  you  are  convinced  it  is 
not  only  the  Right,  but  Duty  of  the  Executive  to  interfere  in  these 
Cases  :  Indeed  we  cannot  conceive  how  the  Contrary  could  be  main- 
tained, without  accusing  the  Legislature  of  a  manifest  Design  of 
violating  the  Constitution.  But  tho'  you  have  not  said  any  Thing  to 
the  only  Points  originally  in  Dispute  between  us,  yet  you  have  intro- 
duced others,  without  Number,  which,  whether  admitted  or  denied, 
make  nothing  to  the  Purpose.  We  shall  however,  for  the  Information 
of  those  who  may  peruse  your  Letter  Book,  remark  upon  such  Parts 
as  we  deem  most  material,  without  attempting  the  tedious  Task 
of  following  you  minutely  through  the  whole  of  your  Letter.  It 
is  needless  to  say  any  Thing  more  about  our  Agreement  with  M'' 
Morris,  and  your  Representation  of  it,  you  very  well  know  that,  that 
Representation  is  not  a  Recital  of  a  Paragraph  in  your  Letter  of  the 
18*  July.  We  were  in  Hopes  the  Affair  of  Rawlings  might  have 
been  allowed  to  rest  'til  the  Meeting  of  the  Assembly,  especially  as 
you  were  informed  it  would  be  submitted  to  their  Determination. 
On  this  Subject  we  shall  only  observe,  that  the  Information  you  say 
"  you  had  sufficiently  reminded  the  Governor  and  Council  of,"  never 
was  given;  if  it  was,  to  whom  was  it  given?  and  that  we  never 
thought  the  State  would  be  ruined,  by  your  taking  i/.  p  C*  less  for  a 
Quantity  of  Flour,  than  it  was  sold  for ;  and  only  contended  that  you 
had  not  a  Right  to  give  up  a  Farthing.  If  you  can  give  away  £30. 
contrary  to  Law,  why  not  £30,000  ?  You  still  affect  to  be  in  Doubt 
whether  Rawlings  was  to  pay  for  the  Flour,  received  under  our 
Agreement,  by  the  long  or  short  Hundred.  We  told  you  it  was  by 
the  short  Hundred,  he  setled  with  the  Auditor,  in  March,  for  a 
Quantity  received  under  the  same  Agreement,  by  the  short  Hundred. 
If  Truth  had  been  your  only  Object,  your  Doubts  would  have  van- 
ished before  this,  but  we  see  your  Difficulty  and  give  you  full  Credit 
for  your  Inginuity.    We  send  you  a  Copy  of  the  Agreement  made 
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with  M*"  Steward,  about  building  the  Galley.  You  might  have  had  it  September 
before,  if  you  had  applied  to  us  for  Information  on  the  Subject,  you  j^-^^.  ^  g 
never  was  informed  by  this  Board,  that  there  was  not  a  written  p.  374 
Agreement.  In  Justice  to  M''  Steward,  we  think  it  necessary  to  add, 
that  he  positively  denies  he  seized  the  6000  Dollars,  for  the  Reasons 
you  assign.  We  do  not  deny  that  you  consulted  us,  in  the  Instance 
you  mentioned.  As  to  your  Intentions  to  consult  us  in  other  In-

Ordered  that  the  western  shore  Treasurer  pay  to  John  Oneal,  five  No.  24 

Pounds,  eighteen  shillings  and  four  pence  specie  agreeable  to  the  ^-^^ 
Act  to  adjust  the  Debts  due  from  this  State  per  Account  passed. 

It  appears  to  the  Board  from  a  Certificate  given  by  Thomas  B. 
Hodgkin  Clerk  of  the  General  Court  for  the  western  shore,  that 
John  Fowler  recognized  in  the  Sum  of  fifty  Pounds  Current  Money 
before  James  Calhoun  then  one  of  the  Magistrates  of  Baltimore 
County  for  his  appearance  in  May  Term  1778  to  testify  against  a 
certain  John  Hunt  and  that  at  the  said  Term,  the  Recognizance  was 
forfeited  and  Execution  renewed  returnable  to  the  present  Term. 
From  the  representation  of  Alexander  C.  Hanson  Esq''  one  of  the 
Judges  of  the  said  Court,  that  the  said  Fowler  is  a  man  in  low  Cir- 
cumstances and  did  not  forfeit  his  recognizance  from  contumacy  and 
his  recommendation  to  remit  the  whole  of  the  said  forfeited  recog- 
nizance, this  Board  are  induced  to  comply  therewith  and  do  direct 
and  order  that  the  said  forfeited  recognizance  for  fifty  Pounds  be 
remitted  and  that  no  further  Proceedings  be  had  thereon,  on  his  the 
said  Fowler's  paying  the  fees. —

The  Arguments  contained  in  your  last  Letter,  to  prove  that  we  p.  381 
have  neither  a  Right  of  calling  on  you  for  Information,  nor  directing 
you  in  any  Case  in  the  Execution  of  your  Office,  are  really  plausible 
and  ingenious,  and  we  should  give  you  high  Credit  for  them,  was 
there  not  too  much  Reason  to  believe,  from  the  total  Dissimilarity 
between  this,  and  your  former  Addresses  that  they  must  have  been 
dictated  by  a  Genius  not  your  own. 

To  enter  into  a  Refutation  of  all  those  Arguments,  or  to  shew  that 
the  greater  Part  of  them  cannot  apply  in  the  present  Case,  would  be 
to  dwell  upon  a  Subject,  which  has  already  taken  up  too  much  of 
our  Time.  We  shall  therefore  in  this  our  concluding  Letter,  only 
attempt  to  prove  the  Legality,  and  the  Propriety  of  our  own  Conduct 
in  the  Instances  which  produced  the  present  Controversy ;  and  in  doing 
this,  we  shall  have  Occasion  to  remark  upon  some  of  your  leading 
Principles. 

A  Sense  of  Duty,  and  not  a  mere  Desire  of  exercising  Power  over 
you,  induced  us  to  call  upon  you  for  Information,  respecting  a  Settle- 
ment you  made  with  Col°  Rawlings  for  Flour  he  received  under  a 
Contract  made  with  us.  We  had  Reason  to  believe,  that  under  a 
Power  given  to  you,  of  compounding  on  Contracts  in  particular  p.  382 
Cases,  you  had  conceived  you  had  a  Right  of  doing  it  in  all  Cases, 
and  we  were  willing  to  put  a  Stop  to  the  Mischiefs  this  mistaken 
Notion  of  Power  might  Occasion,  by  setting  you  right  in  the  first 
Instance  of  your  Exercise  of  it.   You  gave  the  Information  required, 
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October  9  but  accompanied  it  with  an  ungracious  Observation,  that  your  furn- 
Liber  No.  78  jg^ing  {^  ^^g  ^q  ^g  imputed  to  Condescension,  not  a  Sense  of  Duty. 
However,  the  Result  of  the  Enquiry  evinced  the  Necessity  of  making 
it;  for  it  appeared  you  had  actually  fallen  into  the  Error  we  appre- 
hended, from  whence  an  Argument  might  be  deduced,  that  "  the 
Intendant's  being  bound  by  an  Oath,  his  being  obliged  to  give 
Bond  and  Security  for  the  due  Execution  of  his  Office,  and  his 
being  responsible  for  his  Conduct,  to  the  Legislature  of  a  free 
Republic,"  are  not  Restraints  sufficient  to  prevent  his  doing  very 
considerable  Injury  to  the  State ;  for,  had  he  gone  on  in  the  Exercise 
of  this  Power,  what  might  have  been  the  Consequence?  Surely 
neither  he  nor  his  Friends  will  deny,  that  he  had  the  same  Right  of 
compounding  with  all  the  Purchasers  of  Confiscated  Property,  for 
one  Half  of  the  Purchase  Money,  that  he  had  to  compound  with 
Rawlings.  The  same  Motive  which  prompted  the  Enquiry,  induced 
our  Interference  in  the  other  Case.  We  knew  the  Assembly  had 
solemnly  appropriated  by  Act  £20,000  Specifics  for  the  Payment  of 
distressed  Creditors  and  others  who  had  advanced  Money  to  the  State 
on  Promises  of  speedy  Payment.  A  Letter  of  yours  was  laid  before 
us,  wherein  you  declared  your  Intention  of  remitting  £50,000  to 
Congress,  before  you  paid  those  Creditors,  altho'  you  were  sensible 
the  whole  Specifics  would  not  raise  the  Sum.  This  Conduct  we 
thought  contrary  to  Law,  a  Violation  of  the  Faith  of  the  State,  and 
injurious  to  Individuals ;  and  we  therefore  pointed  out  the  Law  to 
you,  and  advised  and  required  you  to  govern  yourself  by  it :  and  altho' 
you  continue  to  deny  our  Right  of  doing  this,  we  must  do  you  the 
Justice  to  confess  that  your  Practice  has  not  been  correspondent  to 
your  Theory,  for  you  have  given  up  all  Idea  of  remitting  the  £50,000 
to  Congress,  without  reserving  enough  to  pay  the  Creditors,  and  in 
no  Instance  since  our  Interference,  have  you  refused  to  pay  a  Creditor 
who  came  under  the  Act,  and  we  trust  you  will  not,  notwithstanding 
your  Declarations. 

Thus  having  stated  our  Motive  for  requiring  Information  from 
you,  and  directing  you  in  the  Execution  of  your  Duty,  we  will  now 
endeavour  to  convince  you  of  our  Right. 

You  observe  there  is  no  such  Idea  in  our  Constitution  as  a  general 
discretionary  superintending  Power  in  the  Executive,  where  the  Law 
is  silent.  We  presume  to  be  of  a  different  Opinion.  It  would  be  no 
unreasonable  Position  should  we  assert  that  the  very  Word  Executive 
conveys  the  Idea  of  superintending  the  Execution  of  Laws,  but  there 
is  little  Occasion  to  insist  on  this  Doctrine,  as  we  derive  the  Authority 
in  Question  from  that  Article  in  the  Constitution,  which  expressly 
empowers  us  to  suspend  or  remove  any  Civil  Officer  not  holding  a 
Commission  during  good  Behaviour.  For  what  Purpose  was  the 
Power  given  ?  does  it  not  most  forcibly  and  necessarily  imply  a  Right 
p.  383  to  enquire  into  and  be  informed  of  the  Conduct  of  the  Officer  subject 
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to  be  removed  or  suspended?  Does  it  not  also  import  a  Right  to  October 9 
restrain  the  Officer  from  acting  out  of  the  Line  of  his  Duty,  and  p,'^^  ^'^'  ^^ 
from  doing  every  Act  incompatible  with  the  Office,  or  that  may 
pervert  the  Use,  or  frustrate  the  Design  of  its  Creation?  This  we 
call  a  general  superintending  Power  over  the  Officers  in  the  Execu- 
tion of  the  Laws ;  It  is  not  to  be  exercised  arbitrarily,  but  properly, 
and  with  Discretion.  We  do  not  contend  that  every  Mistake,  or 
trifling  Deviation  from  the  Law,  will  warrant  a  Removal  or  sus- 
pension, but  in  such  Cases,  a  vigilant  and  mild  Executive  would  do 
enough  in  admonishing  the  Officer,  and  directing  him  to  avoid  a 
similar  Conduct  in  future.  If  he  was  about  to  act  contrary  to  Law 
and  the  Interest  of  the  State,  the  Executive  would  warn  him  of  it 
and  direct  him  to  desist,  but  if,  with  incorrigible  Obstinacy,  he 
persevered  in  his  pernicious  System,  they  would  consider  the  Mag- 
nitude and  evil  Influence  of  his  Delinquency,  and  be  governed  by 
Circumstances,  in  determining  whether  it  would  be  proper  to  repeat 
the  Admonition,  suspend,  or  remove  him.  But  you  say  in  answer  to 
our  Construction  of  this  Part  of  the  Constitution,  that  it  compre- 
hends only  the  ordinary  Officers  of  Government,  taken  Notice  of  by 
the  Constitution.  If  this  Doctrine  be  admitted,  what  will  it  lead  to? 
How  easy  would  it  be  for  one  Assembly,  by  conferring  new  Names 
upon  old  Officers,  to  defeat  that  Clause  in  the  Constitution,  which 
contains  a  Provision  that  no  Part  of  it  shall  be  altered  or  repealed 
without  the  Concurrence  of  two  successive  Legislatures  ?  but  it  is 
plain  beyond  Controversy,  and  you  would  have  discovered  it,  had 
you  read  with  Attention  the  preceding  Part  of  that  Section,  that 
every  Civil  Officer  of  Government  who  has  not  a  Commission  during 
good  Behaviour,  whether  known  to  the  Constitution,  or  since  created 
by  the  Legislature,  may  be  suspended  or  removed  by  the  Executive : 
and  altho'  we  do  not  question  the  Right  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
creating  an  Office  for  the  better  Administration  of  Justice,  or  Exe- 
cution of  the  Laws,  yet  we  do  insist  the  Power  and  Rights  of  the 
Executive  derived  from  the  Constitution,  are  equally  permanent  and 
well  established,  because  they  flow  from  the  same  Source,  the  Will 
of  the  People,  whence  all  Power  originates.  And  farther,  that  no 
Act  done  by  the  Legislature  can  annihilate,  diminish,  or  in  any 
Degree  impair  the  Constitutional  Rights  of  the  Executive,  but  in 
the  Mode  prescribed  by  the  Constitution.  Admitting  then,  that  this 
Power  is  vested  in  us  by  the  Constitution,  and  that  it  extends  to 
Officers  created  by  the  Legislature,  which  we  think  has  been  suffi- 
ciently evinced,  though  perhaps  not  to  your  Satisfaction,  it  follows 
as  certainly  as  the  Shadow  does  the  Substance,  and  will  be  denied 
by  none  but  the  Intendant,  that  we  have  a  Right  to  enquire  into  the 
Transactions  of  your  Office,  and  to  direct  you,  when  we  are  suffi-  p.  384 
ciently  apprized  of  your  Intentions  to  misapply  the  Revenue,  to  desist 
from  such  Misapplication,  and  to  make  such  a  Distribution  as  the 
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October  9  Law  directs,  and  accords  with  the  Advantage  of  the  State.  As  we  do 
Liber  No.  78  ^^^  mean  to  contravert  what  can,  with  Propriety,  be  admitted,  we 
shall  assent  to  the  Position,  that  where  a  Department  is  committed 
to  a  particular  Person,  such  Person  is  responsible  for  the  proper 
Management  of  it;  but  under  this  Limitation;  if  he  is  a  subordinate 
Officer,  and  subject  to  the  Controul  of  others,  and  is  directed  by 
them,  in  all  such  Cases  of  Direction,  they  are  answerable,  and  no 
Blame  can  be  imputed  to  him.  That  Part  of  the  Act  which  prescribes 
the  Duty  of  the  Intendant,  directs  him  to  consult  and  advise  with  the 
Governor  and  Council,  on  the  State  and  Management  of  the  Revenue, 
public  Monies  and  Tobacco,  and  the  Demands  and  Debts  of  Govern- 
ment. But  you  say.  Consultation  and  Advice  impart  receiving  In- 
formation, and  cannot  imply  receiving  Commands.  We  presume  that 
whenever  an  inferior  Officer  is  required  to  consult  the  superior. 
Consult  does  not  impart  receiving  Information,  but  that  he  is  to 
receive  Directions,  because  it  would  be  preposterous,  and  in  this 
Instance,  degrading  to  the  Executive,  to  make  it  the  Duty  of  the 
Intendant  to  report  to  them  in  Cases  of  Doubt  and  Difficulty,  and 
leave  him  at  Liberty  to  pursue  the  Dictates  of  his  own  Judgement. 
That  the  Assembly  were  sensible  of  this  when  they  created  your 
Office,  we  have  not  a  Doubt,  and  we  are  equally  convinced  that  it 
was  far  from  their  Intentions  to  make  you  the  very  Independent 
Officer,  you  want  to  make  yourself.  Had  they  thought  it  expedient 
that  you  should  stand  on  other  Ground,  with  Respect  to  the  Execu- 
tive, than  other  Officers  of  Government,  they  would  have  declared 
as  much,  in  Terms  not  to  be  misunderstood;  their  Silence  on  the 
Subject,  affords  a  Presumption  very  different  from  your  Construc- 
tion, for  they  well  knew  that  any  Expressions  giving  us  the  Controul 
we  contend  for  over  you,  would  have  been  superfluous.  Besides, 
there  is  a  Principle  which  pervades  every  Part  of  the  Constitution, 
and  the  Laws  made  since  the  Revolution,  have  adopted  the  Idea, 
that  a  Variety  of  Checks  is  necessary  to  ensure  the  due  Execution 
of  the  Laws ;  to  this  Principle  you  are  indebted  for  many  of  your 
Powers,  and  this  Principle  would  not  have  permitted  the  Legislature 
to  exempt  you  from  Controul,  had  they  even  been  inclined  to  violate 
the  Constitution  and  confer  Powers  on  you  as  transcendent  as 
your  merit. 

But  it  seems  the  Intendant  cannot  be  controuled,  because  the  Office 
would  become  an  useless  Burthen  on  the  People.  To  prove  this,  you 
must  shew  that  a  Man  cannot  act  right,  if  his  Power  of  doing  wrong 
is  limited.  Whether  the  Weight  of  Taxes  has  been  unnecessarily 
augmented  by  the  Creation  of  your  Office,  depends  on  the  Execution 
p.  385  of  it.  To  convince  the  People  of  the  Contrary,  it  will  be  incumbent 
on  you  to  shew  that  the  Specifics  have  been  better  managed,  produced 
more,  and  the  Revenue  more  judiciously  and  advantageously  applied 
than  when  under  the  Management  of  the  Executive,  whose  Incom- 
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petency  to  the  arduous  Business,  you  dwell  on  with  a  Satisfaction  OctoberQ

bordering  upon  Indecency.  Again,  the  Intendant  cannot  be  con-  p  ^g 
trouled,  because  the  Judgment  of  a  County  Court  cannot  be  con- 
trouled.  Is  this  the  only  Instance  your  Invention  could  suggest,  and 
what  does  it  prove  ?  either  nothing,  or  too  much,  for  the  Legislature 
no  more  than  the  Executive,  can  controul  the  Judgment  of  a  County 
Court,  and  yet  the  Intendant  will  submit  to  the  Controul  of  the 
Legislature.  But  a  Little  Consideration  would  have  satisfied  the 
Intendant  that  he  was  unfortunate  in  the  Instance  he  had  selected, 
for  the  Judicial  and  Executive  Powers  of  Government  are  distinct, 
and  the  Declaration  of  Rights  has  precluded  all  Interference  of  the 
one  with  the  other.  You  say  we  have  no  Power  over  the  Revenue 
by  the  Constitution.  We  acknowledge  it,  but  we  have  a  Power  over 
the  Officers  of  the  Revenue,  flowing  from  the  Constitution,  as  we 
have  sufficiently  proved.  We  insisted,  a  Power  must  be  somewhere 
lodged;  in  Answer  you  observe,  the  Legislature  may  be  convened. 
How  wretched  must  the  People  of  that  Government  be,  and  how 
contemptible  the  Government,  which  cannot  restrain  the  pernicious 
Practices  of  a  Subordinate  Officer,  without  incurring  the  enormous 
Expence  of  convening  the  supreme  Power  of  the  State!  Nothing  is 
more  apparent  than  the  Fallacy  of  the  Argument  you  have  deduced 
from  the  Obligation  of  your  Oath,  the  Securities  required  by  Law, 
the  high  Confidence  of  the  Legislature,  and  your  being  responsible, 
for  it  applies  equally  to  the  Exemption  of  all  other  Officers  from 
Controul  who  are  under  similar  Restraints,  and  have  the  Confidence 
of  those  from  whom  they  received  their  Appointment.  But  the  great 
Caution  of  the  Framers  of  our  excellent  Constitution  deemed  it 
necessary  for  the  Safety  and  Interest  of  the  State,  to  place  them 
under  the  Eye  and  Power  of  the  Executive. 

We  have  now,  we  think,  established,  to  the  Conviction  of  every 
candid,  unprejudiced  Mind,  our  Right  to  exercise  the  Powers  which 
you  call  assumed.  That  you  may  not  be  convinced,  is  very  possible, 
but  when  any  future  Occasion  calls  for  our  Interposition,  we  shall 
have  no  Apprehension  that  you  will  disregard  our  Directions.

Under  this  System,  to  which  the  Congress  seem 
determined  to  adhere,  we  conceived  it  would  be  improper  to  supply

we  promised  in  the  proposed  Cruize  down  the  Bay,  after  the  Enemy's 
Barges.  The  Men  belonging  to  our  Barges,  were  engaged  to  serve 
no  longer  than  the  first  of  January ;  and  when  we  first  had  the  Honor 
of  applying  to  the  Commodore  la  Villebrune  for  the  Pole  Cat  to 
co-operate  with  our  Force,  we  expected  the  Cruize  would  have  ended 
before  their  Time  of  Service  expired ;  and  afterwards,  when  we  had 
the  Honor  of  addressing  his  Excellency  the  Minister  of  France  upon 
the  Subject,  and  after  the  Arrival  of  the  Pole  Cat,  we  had  every 
Reason  to  hope  the  Men  would  reinlist,  or  at  least,  that  they  would 
remain  long  enough  to  perform  this  Piece  of  Service;  but  to  our 
great  Mortification,  we  find  ourselves  deceived.  The  Men,  dreading 
the  Hardships  they  would  be  exposed  to  in  this  inclement  Season, 
in  open  Boats,  positively  refuse  to  reinlist,  or  to  go  as  Volunteers 
on  the  Cruize,  and  we  have  not  the  Power  of  compelling  them. 

Under  these  disagreeable  Circumstances,  we  have  nothing  left  but 
to  return  our  sincere  Thanks  to  the  Gentlemen  of  your  Nation,  who 
have  so  generously  afforded  every  Aid  in  their  Power,  for  the  Pro- 
tection of  our  Citizens ;  and  we  beg  you  to  be  assured.  Sir,  that  the 
People  of  this  State  will  retain  a  grateful  Sense  of  the  Readiness 
and  Alacrity  with  which  your  armed  Vessels  flew  to  their  Assis- 
tance on  their  Application  for  it.  We  could  wish  Sir,  that  it  was 
consistent  with  his  most  Christian  Majesty's  Service,  that  the  Pole 
Cat  or  armed  Cutter,  could  be  stationed  at  this  Port,  to  cruize  occa- 
sionally down  the  Bay,  for  the  Protection  of  our  Commerce,  and 
could  at  this  Time  make  a  Stroke  at  the  Enemy's  Privateers,  now  in 
the  Chesapeake

We  have  the  Honor  of  laying  before  you,  a  Copy  of  our  Letter 
addressed  to  the  Chevalier  De  Quemy,  by  which  you  will  perceive 
that  there  is  an  End  to  the  proposed  Cruize  down  the  Bay.  The 
Disappointment,  we  believe,  may  be  partly  attributed  to  the  bad 
Conduct  and  Want  of  Zeal  in  some  of  the  Ofiicers,  but  principaly,  to 
most  of  the  Barge  Men's  Enlistments  expiring  on  to  Morrow,  the 
first  Day  of  January.  As  the  Bill  which  is  now  before  the  Honble 
Assembly,  for  the  Defence  of  the  Bay,  will,  probably,  pass  into  a 
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Law  and  determine  the  Equipment  under  the  former  Act,  or  if  it  December 
does  not  pass  into  a  Law,  the  Equipment  must,  notwithstanding,  j 'jj^r  Xo.  78 
cease  for  Want  of  Funds;  we  propose  to  discharge  all  the  Officers  P-402 
of  the  Barges,  and  furlough  the  Men  whose  Enlistments  were  for 
12  Months,  and  who  have  six  Months  yet  to  serve.  This  will  save 
a  very  considerable  Expence  to  the  State,  and  give  us  an  Oppor- 
tunity of  making  a  new  Appointment  and  Arrangement  of  Officers, 
without  being  embarrassed  by  a  Regard  to  former  Systems.  The 
Wages  which  remain  unpaid,  and  other  Debts  contracted  on  Account 
of  the  Barges,  amount  to  about  six  hundred  Pounds ;  the  Funds 
appropriated  by  the  Act  for  the  Defence  of  the  Bay,  are  considerably 
more  than  sufficient  to  defray  the  Expence  of  the  whole  Equipment; 
but  the  third  Payment  for  British  Property,  sold  in  Virtue  of  the 
Act  to  raise  Recruits,  and  which  was  one  of  the  Funds  appropriated 
for  the  Barges,  is  so  circumstanced,  that  the  Money  cannot  be  imme- 
diately obtained ;  for  the  Payment  by  the  Purchasers  is  secured  by 
Bonds  passed  to  General  Smallwood,  and  it  will  require  a  good  Deal 
of  Time  to  enforce  such  Payment.  It  will  have  a  very  happy  Influ- 
ence on  a  future  Equipment,  if  the  Barge  Men  and  other  Creditors 
could  be  immediately  paid,  and  if  it  should  be  thought  proper  to  order 
a  farther  Advance  by  General  Smallwood,  to  the  Amount  of  what 
we  have  stated  to  be  the  probable  Balance  due.  The  third  Payment 
of  British  Property  may  be  appropriated  to  other  Purposes,  and  it 
will  be  nothing  more  than  a  Change  of  Funds.  When  the  late  Ad- 
vance was  made  by  the  General  Assembly,  there  were  then  three 
Months  Wages  due  to  the  four  Barges,  and  some  other  Expences 
unpaid  for  three  Months  Equipment.  One  Month's  Expence,  on  an 
Average,  including  Wages,  Stores,  Hospital  Supplies,  and  Charges 
of  a  hired  Vessel  to  carry  Provisions  and  Stores,  will  amount,  at 
least  to  £1200.  The  Justice  due  to  the  Creditors  on  this  Equipment, 
the  Public  Interest,  the  Preservation  of  the  Faith  of  the  State,  and 
a  Regard  for  the  Honor  and  Dignity  of  your  Executive,  who  were 
your  Agents  in  making  the  Contracts  with  the  Creditors,  require 
that  every  Exertion  be  made  to  secure  Punctuality  of  Payment.

present  Occasion ;  which  is,  to  lend  three  armed  Sloops  or  Schooners 
of  eight  or  ten  Guns  and  upwards,  completely  manned,  and  150  Men 
over  and  above  the  Crews  of  these  Vessels,  for  one  Month,  if  their 
Services  should  be  so  long  wanted.

We  are  honored  with  yours  of  the  12*  in  Reply  to  ours  of  the  7* 
Instant. 

The  General  Assembly  having  entrusted  us  with  the  final  Settle- 
ment of  public  Claims,  and  subjected  all  public  Monies,  except  in  a 
few  Instances,  to  our  Orders,  Disposition,  and  Application,  it  be- 
comes our  Duty,  when  Demands  are  made  upon  us,  and  we  find  no 
Monies  lodged  in  the  Treasury  to  satisfy  them,  to  apprize  you  of  it, 
and  request  a  Supply  of  Money,  with  all  possible  Expedition.  The 
Treasury  can  only  be  replenished  by  Monies  arising  upon  the  Sale 
of  Specifics,  the  Disposition  and  Sale  of  which,  belongs  solely  and 
absolutely  to  your  Department. 

Altho'  Sir,  the  public  Demands  are  accumulated  by  the  generous 
Exertions  of  this  State,  in  Defence  of  its  Rights  and  Liberties,  be- 
yond its  present  Resources ;  yet,  so  far  as  its  Resources  are  compe- 
tent, there  ought  to  be  a  fair  and  impartial  Application  of  them  ;  and, 
when  the  General  Assembly  have  made  a  particular  and  specific  Ap- 
plication, there  can  be  no  Departure  from  it,  without  a  Violence  both 
to  the  Objects  of  it  and  the  Honor  of  the  Public. 

It  has,  for  some  Time  past,  been  the  Wisdom  and  Policy,  of  our 
General  Assembly  to  efifect,  if  possible,  a  Restoration  of  public 
Credit;  thoroughly  persuaded  that  no  Country  is  able  to  prosecute 
an  expensive  War  by  an  immediate  and  prompt  Supply  of  Money 
from  the  Pockets  of  its  People.  By  their  Supply  Bill,  November 
Session  1781,  providing  for  the  current  Expences  in  1782,  they  ap- 
propriated and  mortgaged,  in  the  first  Instance,  the  whole  Specific 
Tax,  for  the  Payment  of  Interest  on  Loans  to  the  State,  and  by  the 
Supply  Bill  for  1783,  they  have  made  the  same  Appropriation  & 
Mortgage.  The  public  Creditors  are  thus  entitled  to  their  Interest, 
and,  whether  this  Provision  and  Reference  to  all  other  Public  De- 
mands was  proper  or  not,  on  either  Supposition,  it  is  equally  con- 
clusive on  you  and  us ;  and  if  the  Creditors  are  deprived  of  the  Bene- 
fit of  this  Provision,  or  postponed  to  other  Demands,  the  designed 
Influence  with  Regard  to  Credit,  is  defeated,  the  Intention  of  the 
Legislature  opposed,  and  public  Faith  violated. 

You  admit,  for  the  Year  1782,  that  possibly  12000  Bushels  of 
Wheat  may  have  been  received,  since  September  1782.  You  say  noth- 
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ing  of  Specifics  collected  of  a  prior  Date:  the  first  Collection  was  February  19 
directed  to  be  made  by  the  20'*'  of  Aug'  last.  p'^Jj'  ^'^-  ^^ 

You  say  the  12000  Bushels  collected  since  September  last,  you 
have  ordered  to  be  sold  for  the  Use  of  the  Maryland  Line ;  and  yet 
the  Law  expressly  directs,  that  all  the  Specifics  for  the  Year  1782, 
shall  be  first  applied  for  the  Payment  of  Interest.  The  Specifics  di- 
rected to  be  sold  for  the  Army,  were  such  as  were  unappropriated, 
or  such  as  were  paid  to  sink  certain  Emissions.  If  12000  Bushels 
of  Wheat  only  have  been  received  of  the  whole  Specific  Tax  for 
1782,  there  could  have  been  but  a  small  Proportion  of  that  Quan- 
tity paid  in  on  Account  of  the  Sinking  Funds. 

There  is  no  Necessity  of  reasoning  with  you,  on  the  Impropriety 
of  changing  the  Appropriations  which  the  General  Assembly  have 
made,  and  defeating  their  principal  Object,  with  Regard  to  Credit. 
After  having,  in  the  most  solemn  and  formal  Manner,  pledged  the 
Faith  of  their  Country  "  to  provide  for  the  constant  and  punctual 
Payment  of  the  annual  Interest,"  the  Delay  of  Payment  for  even 
two  or  three  Months,  is  no  Performance  of  the  Engagement,  espe- 
cially if  the  Delay  has  been  occasioned  by  your  assuming  a  Power  to 
postpone  Creditors  to  other  public  Demands,  when  the  Assembly 
expressly  ordered  that  they  should  have  the  Preference.  If,  however, 
our  Address  to  you  on  this  Subject,  should  have  the  Effect  of  pro- 
curing the  Creditors  their  Money  within  the  Time  you  mention,  we 
flatter  ourselves  they  will  be  fully  satisfied. 

In  the  Sale  of  Specifics,  no  Doubt,  a  Regard  ought  to  be  had  to  the 
current  Price,  and  the  Nature  of  the  Demand  on  the  Public.  If  the 
Price  is  trifling,  and  the  Demand  for  Money  such,  as  may  be 
postponed  for  a  rising  Market,  there  ought  to  be  no  immediate  Sale ; 
but  in  Cases  where  the  Honor  of  the  General  Assembly  is  at  Stake, 
or  Public  Faith  pledged  for  a  punctual  Performance  of  an  Engage- 
ment, or  where  Supplies  are  granted  for  the  Defence  and  Protection 
of  the  State ;  a  Sale  should  be  made,  with  all  possible  Expedition. 
It  is  miserable  financing  to  wait  for  a  rising  Market  to  get  an  addi- 
tional Price  of  two  or  three  Shillings  on  Tobacco,  or  six  Pence  on 
Wheat,  when,  in  the  Mean  Time,  the  Honor  of  the  State  is  sacrificed, 
its  Faith  violated,  its  Commerce  interrupted,  its  Citizens  plundered 
by  the  Enemy  and  drove  from  their  Habitations,  their  Houses  burnt, 
and  Farms  desolated,  and  Property  destroyed  and  lost,  to  the  Amount 
of  Thousands ;  while  the  Public,  on  the  Chance  of  a  rising  Market, 
are  aiming  to  get  so  many  Shillings  and  Sixpences

We  have  yours  of  the  sixteenth  Ins^  and  are  greatly  distressed 
by  the  Contents.  We  feel  most  sensibly,  the  Dangers  you  are  ex- 
posed to,  and  lament  that  it  is  not  in  our  Power  to  afford  you  effectual 
Relief ;  but  you  may  be  assured  that  every  Thing  which  can  be  done, 
shall  be  chearfully  done  for  your  Assistance.  It  is  too  true  that  there 
is  no  Militia  Law.  A  Difference  of  Opinion  between  the  two  Branches 
of  the  Legislature,  respecting  some  particular  Exemptions,  has  re- 
duced us  to  this  defenceless  Situation :  but  we  hope  the  Spirit  and 
Patriotism  of  the  People  of  your  County,  will  supply  the  Place  of  a 
Law.  The  People  exposed  to  Danger  on  this  Shore,  have  entered 
into  Associations,  the  Effects  of  which  have  hitherto  answered  all 
the  Purposes  of  a  Law,  and  it  is  found  that  they  turn  out  with  more 
Alacrity,  when  they  do  it  voluntarily.  We  most  earnestly  recommend 
the  same  Measure  to  the  good  Whigs  of  your  County,  who,  we  doubt 
not,  will  have  Discernment  enough  to  see  the  Propriety  of  continuing 
their  old  Officers  in  Command,  as  making  any  material  Change  will 
only  tend  to  derange  their  Plans,  and  delay  their  Exertions.  They 
may  have  the  Consolation  to  reflect,  that  this,  probably,  will  be  the 
last  Time  they  will  be  under  the  Necessity  of  risquing  their  Lives  in 
Defence  of  their  Property,  and,  what  is  still  more  dear,  their  Wives

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February  21  Parliament,  of  the  5*^  of  December  last;  there  is  some  Reason  to 
Liber  No.  78  ti^j^j^  j-j^^^  Orders  have  been  given  by  the  British  Crown,  prohibiting 
offensive  Operations  on  the  Continent.  Under  this  Impression,  we 
beg  Leave  to  inform  your  Excellency,  that  if  such  Orders  were  ever 
given,  they  have  been  most  shamefully  violated  by  the  Enemys 
Barges  and  armed  Vessels,  in  the  Bay  of  Chesapeake.  There  are  now 
in  the  Bay,  eleven  Barges,  and  one  Sloop,  and  two  Schooners,  who 
proceed  in  detached  Parties,  not  only  capturing  our  Vessels,  but 
landing  on  our  Shores,  and  wasting  and  plundering  the  Property  of 
the  People  of  this  State.  On  Thursday  last,  a  Party,  under  the  Com- 
mand of  Whaland,  went  up  Patuxent,  plundered  the  Town  of  Bene- 
dict, and  burnt  and  destroyed  the  dwelling  House  and  out  Houses 
of  M''  Benjamin  Mackall,  with  his  Furniture,  Tobacco,  and  other 
moveable  Property ;  Col°  Plater  was  also  plundered  of  some  of  his 
Negroes.  Another  Party,  the  Day  before  Yesterday,  consisting  of 
five  Barges  and  a  Sloop,  came  as  high  up  as  Kent  Point,  nearly  oppo- 
p.  420  site  to  this  City,  and  were  cruising,  by  last  Accounts,  in  the  Eastern 
Bay  and  about  Poplar  Island.  The  most  of  their  Barges  keep  about 
the  Tangier  Islands,  and  from  thence  make  Excursions  up  the  Rivers 
on  the  Eastern  Shore,  robbing  and  plundering  on  the  Shores. 

The  Intention  of  this  Address  is,  tO'  possess  your  Excellency  with 
Information  of  the  Enemy's  Conduct  and  Operations  in  this  State, 
in  Order  that  if  your  Excellency  should  be  of  Opinion  that  such  Out- 
rages are  not  authorized  by  the  British  Crown  or  his  Officers,  your 
Excellency  may  be  enabled  to  make  such  a  Communication  to  the 
British  General  and  Admiral,  as  your  Excellency  may  consider  proper 
and  likely  to  put  a  stop  to  farther  Depredations.

It  is  not  fair  to  shift  the  Subjects  of  our  Remonstrance  and  Ob- 
jection, and  raise  Questions  where  no  Difiference  of  Opinion  sub- 
sisted. We  made  no  Objections  to  such  Advances  of  Money  as  were 
approved  of  by  us.   We  remonstrated  and  objected  against  your  De- 
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lay  to  provide  Monies  for  the  Payment  of  Interest,  and  against  your  February  25 
Misapplication  of  the  Wheat  Tax  of  1782 ;  and  we  were  well  justi-  p'^'^^  ^'''  ^^ 
fied  in  doing  so,  from  your  Acknowlegement,  that  you  had  Tobacco 
on  Hand  of  the  Tax  in  1782,  and  that  the  Whole  Collection  of  the 
Wheat  Tax  for  1782,  so  far  as  it  reached  your  Knowlege,  was  or- 
dered to  be  sold  for  the  Maryland  Line ;  this  was  a  clear  Misapplica- 
tion of  the  Wheat  Tax,  and  a  very  improper  Assumption  of  Power ; 
because  the  Specific  Tax  was  appropriated,  in  the  first  Instance,  for 
the  Payment  of  Interest;  because  other  and  sufficient  Proi)erty  was  p. 422 
appropriated  for  the  Maryland  Line ;  and  because  this  Misapplication 
of  the  Tax  defeated  the  Designs  of  the  General  Assembly  with  Re- 
gard to  the  Restoration  of  public  Credit,  and  perverted  a  System 
founded  on  Principles  of  the  most  enlightened  Wisdom  and  Policy. 

It  is  true  Sir,  our  Laws  are  not  penned  with  that  Accuracy  and 
perspicuity  it  were  to  be  wished ;  but  it  requires  no  great  Abilities  to 
ascertain  and  distinguish  the  Intentions  of  the  Legislature,  especially 
on  the  Subject  in  Question.  But  admitting  some  Inaccuracy  of  Ex- 
pression :  did  not  the  Law  direct  you  to  take  the  Advice  of  the  Execu- 
tive? Were  there  not  among  them  Men  of  legal  Abilities,  and  was 
not  their  Opinion  most  seriously  expressed  to  you,  long  before  your 
Assumption  of  Power  and  Misapplication  of  the  Tax?  Was  not  the 
Justice,  Policy  &  Wisdom  of  the  Legislature,  in  giving  Interest  the 
Preference  of  Payment  in  all  Demands  on  the  Public,  urged  and 
enforced  by  all  the  Arguments  we  could  possibly  suggest  ?  But  altho' 
you  state  the  present  Case  as  a  doubtful  one,  and  requiring  legal 
abilities  to  comprehend  it,  and  altho'  the  Law  directed  you  to  report 
to  the  Executive  to  take  Advice,  and  altha'  that  Advice  was  repeat- 
edly expressed  and  given  you,  yet,  regardless  of  all  these  Circum- 
stances, the  Specific  Tax  in  1782  has  been  most  improperly  applied, 
for  other  Purposes  than  the  Law  directed. 

You  mistake  Sir,  the  Powers  of  your  Office :  you  had  no  Right  to 
question  the  System  which  the  General  Assembly  had  adopted ;  both 
you  and  we,  were  bound  by  it :  Nor  have  you  any  Reason  to  doubt 
the  Zeal  and  Liberality  of  our  fellow  Citizens,  were  just  Grounds 
given  them  to  believe  that  Public  Faith  would  be  preserved,  and  the 
Resources  of  the  State  fairly  applied  to  reimburse  them ;  and  after 
the  Examples  on  a  late  interesting  Occasion,  when  our  Citizens  of 
Annapolis  and  Baltimore  freely  opened  their  Purses  for  the  Public ; 
it  is  not  generous  in  you  to  insinuate  that  they  are  so  sordidly  devoted 
to  accumulating  Interest  on  their  Monies,  as  not  to  feel  the  Flame  of 
Public  Virtue. 

Whether  the  Sale  of  800  or  900  Hogsheads  of  Tobacco  at  12/6, 

would  have  prevented  the  Calamities  which  have  lately  fallen  on  this 

State,  was  a  Matter  not  submitted  to  your  Judgment ;  and  here  again 

Sir,  you  mistake  the  Powers  of  your  Office.    The  Legislature  had 

provided  a  Defence  for  the  State,  according  to  their  Circumstances : 

they  had  directed  a  Barge  Equipment,  and  persuaded  of  the  happiest

told  there  were  Creditors  to  the  Amount  of  £1100,  and  upwards; 
that  it  was  in  Vain  to  begin  the  new  Equipment,  'til  the  Arrearages 
were  paid;  that  the  Creditors  being  satisfied,  public  Faith  would  be 
regarded  and  extensive  Credit  obtained,  so  that,  altho'  the  Monies  to 
effect  the  new  Equipment  would  not  come  in  'til  the  first  Collection 
p.  423  of  Taxes  for  the  present  Year,  yet,  the  Credit  of  the  State  being 
established,  the  new  Equipment  might  be  effected  on  that  Ground, 
combined  with  the  Certainty  and  Sufficiency  of  the  Funds  pledged 
for  it.  Every  Argument  Sir,  was  addressed  to  you  that  could  possi- 
bly apply  to  your  private  or  public  Feelings  :  But,  assuming  a  Power, 
and  again  mistaking  the  Nature  of  your  Office,  to  judge  of  the  Prac- 
ticability, Propriety,  and  Utility  of  the  Barge  Equipment,  and  con- 
ceiving a  different  Opinion  from  us,  we  have  never  been  able  to  pro- 
cure a  Farthing  from  you,  or  any  Supply  whatever.  You  now  indeed 
say  you  will  do  every  Thing  to  support  our  Administration :  a  poor 
Consolation  this,  to  those  unfortunate  fellow  Citizens  who  have  felt 
the  late  Outrages  of  the  Enemy. 

If  Sir,  in  any  former  Address  of  ours,  enforcing  the  Propriety  of 
our  Requisitions,  we  passed  any  indirect  Censures  on  your  Conduct, 
you  were  right  in  imputing  it  to  our  Sensibility  for  the  Sufferings  of 
our  fellow  Citizens,  and  your  Disappointment  of  us,  in  the  Means 
of  giving  them  Protection;  but  surely  a[ny]  inadversions,  prompted 
by  such  Causes,  and  justified  by  Truth,  might  have  been  marked  and 
distinguished  by  an  Expression  of  more  Delicacy  and  Decency  than 
Illiberalities

Upon  being  well  informed  that  the  Citizens  of  this  State,  not  less 
than  150  in  Number,  confined  in  a  Prison  Ship  in  New  York,  were 
suffering  every  Kind  of  Distress  that  Nakedness,  Want  of  Necessa- 
ries, and  Sickness  could  occasion ;  Duty  and  Humanity  prompted  us 
to  make  an  Effort  for  their  Relief,  and  we  determined,  pursuant  to 
Powers  vested  in  us  by  our  Legislative,  to  send  into  New  York  such 
Articles  of  Produce  as  the  British  Commanding  Officer  would  ad- 
mit, and  contracted  with  Mess"  Dorsey,  Wheeler  &  Co.  for  the 
Transportation  of  2,500  Bushels  of  Corn  and  250  Barrels  of  Flour, 
in  two  or  three  small  Vessels,  and  granted  Passports  accordingly, 
after  having  obtained  Information  that  Vessels  with  Produce  for 
the  above  Purpose  would  be  received.

March  19  Island,  under  Pretext,  as  it  is  said,  that  the  Owners  were  carrying 
Liber  No.  78  ^^  ^  Clandestine  Trade  with  the  Enemy.  Capt"  Reed,  it  is  repre- 
sented, after  plundering  the  Vessel  of  such  Articles  as  he  thought 
proper,  seized  her  and  sent  her  to  New  Port  as  a  Prize. 

These  Proceedings  of  Capt"  Reed,  we  consider  highly  reprehensi- 
ble and  injurious  to  the  Honor  and  Dignity  of  this  State.  If  the 
Flags  and  Passports  granted  by  either  of  the  States  to  its  Subjects, 
are  to  be  disregarded  by  our  American  armed  Vessels,  the  general 
Interest  and  Happiness  of  the  States  must  suffer  from  Want  of  those 
Modes  of  safe  Communication,  which  the  Events  and  Casualties  of 
War  render  absolutely  necessary.  When  the  Object  of  the  Flag  in 
Question  is  considered,  and  the  Principles  which  directed  it,  Capt" 
Reed  must  appear  to  have  paid  as  little  Regard  to  the  Rights  of 
Humanity,  as  to  the  National  Rights  appertaining  to  the  Sovereignty 
and  Independence  of  the  State  of  Maryland. 

The  Intention  Sir,  of  this  Address  is  to  possess  your  Executive 
with  a  Knowlege  of  this  Transaction,  and  to  vindicate  it  from  the 
Imputation  of  an  improper  Commerce  with  the  Enemy,  and  we  must 
beg  your  Interposition,  so  far  as  to  make  it  Request  to  your  Attorney 
General  to  attend  your  Admiralty  Court  on  this  Business,  and  sup- 
port this  State  in  common  with  the  States  in  Union,  to  grant  a  Flag 
for  the  Purposes  we  granted  one  to  Capt"  Geddis.  We  hope  our

You  will  proceed  down  the  Bay  such  Time  tomorrow 
with  the  Vessels  under  your  Command,  as  will  enable  you  to  reach 
John  Deal's  on  Herring  Bay,  about  ten  at  Night,  from  whence  you 
will,  immediately  on  your  Arrival,  dispatch  an  Express  to  Capt" 
Lynn,  at  Stephen  Stewards,  informing  him  of  being  at  the  Place 
of  Rendezvous,  where  you  are  to  wait  his  Orders.  As  Capt"  Lynn 
knows  very  little  of  Naval  Affairs,  we  have  directed  him  to  consult 
and  advise  with  you.  You  will  have  every  Thing  prepared  this  Eve- 
ning, not  only  in  your  own  Barge,  but  in  the  others  also.  Fifteen  or 
twenty  Soldiers  will  embark  from  this  Place,  on  Board  of  the  Ves- 
sels. Warned  by  Experience,  I  hope  you  will  be  particularly  care  full 
of  your  Ammunition.

You  are  no  Stranger  to  the  Depredations  daily  committed  by  the 
Enemy's  Barges  in  our  Bay.  I  understand  the  Devil's  Island,  one  of 
the  upper  Tangier  Islands,  is  the  Place  of  their  Rendezvous,  where 
they  have  collected  their  Plunder,  and  there  is  every  Reason  to  believe 
that  they  have  become  so  confident  by  Success,  that  they  think  any 
Precaution  for  their  Security,  unnecessary.  Added  to  this,  the  Num- 
ber of  Prizes  they  have  taken  and  sent  to  New  York,  must  have  weak- 
ened their  Force  very  considerably.  Under  these  Circumstances,  I 
P-433  think  it  very  practicable  to  surprize  them  on  the  Island,  and  have 
therefore  formed  a  little  Expedition  for  that  Purpose,  of  which  I 
request  you  will  take  the  Command.  A  small  Schooner  of  three  three 
Pounders,  and  two  Barges,  will  leave  this  Place  tomorrow  Evening, 
so  as  to  get  down  to  Herring  Bay  by  10  O'Clock  at  Night,  and  I  have 
directed  them  to  rendezvous  near  John  Deal's,  where  they  will  wait 
your  Orders.  There  are  about  60  Sailors  and  15  or  20  Soldiers  dis- 
tributed among  the  three  Vessels,  and  you  may  put  as  many  more 
Soldiers  in  them,  as  you  think  Proper.  The  Schooner  is  owned  and 
commanded  by  a  French  Gentleman,  Capt"  Delisle,  a  Man  of  great 
Bravery.  I  would  recommend  it  to  you,  to  take  your  Passage  in  this 
Vessel,  for  the  Sake  of  being  better  accommodated;  but  when  you 
come  near  the  Scene  of  Action,  I  would  advise  you  to  go  on  Board 
Capt"  Frazier's  Barge,  as  he  is  a  Man  of  Sense  and  Bravery,  on 
whom  I  think  you  may  rely  for  such  Advice  as,  from  your  Inexperi- 
ence in  Naval  Matters,  it  will  be  necessary  for  you  to  receive.  Capt" 
Frazier  is  the  first  of  the  Naval  Officers  in  Command,  and  is  well 
acquainted  with  the  Situation  of  the  Island,  Capt"  Bryan  is  next,  and 
the  French  Capt"  whom  we  have  a  high  Opinion  of,  the  last.  Lieu* 
Murdock,  Lieu'  Fickle,  and  a  M""  Spencer  have  entered  as  Volunteers, 
you  will  station  the  two  former,  to  command  the  Soldiers  only,  as  you 
think  proper,  they  are  promised  such  Command. 

When  you  arrive  at  the  Island,  I  leave  it  to  your  Judgment  and 
Discretion,  to  secure  the  Enemy's  Vessels,  and  to  retreat  with  them 
to  the  Main,  or  to  land  on  the  Island,  or  to  do  both  according  to 
Circumstances.  Should  you  find  it  proper  only  to  take  the  Vessels, 
which  I  hope  can  be  easily  done,  you  can  determine,  after  retreating 
with  them  to  the  Main,  upon  the  Propriety  of  calling  on  the  Militia 
to  man  the  captured  Vessels,  and  to  return  with  them  to  the  Island,  to 
secure  the  Enemy,  or  to  proceed  with  the  Vessels  up  the  Bay.  As 
soon  as  your  Object  is  effected.  Viz*  the  Capture  of  the  Enemy's 
Vessels  at  the  Devil's  Island,  and  the  Enemy  also,  if  that  should  be

Whereas  the  United  States  in  Congress  Assembled  have  thought 
fit  to  issue  the  following  Proclamation : 

"  By  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  Assembled, 
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"A  Proclamation,  April  22

"  Declaring  the  Cessation  of  Arms  as  well  by  Sea  as  by  Land,  No.  24 
agreed  upon  between  the  United  States  of  America,  and  his  Britan-  ^'  ^^^ 
nic  Majesty;  and  enjoining  the  Observance  thereof. 

Whereas  provisional  articles  were  signed  at  Paris  on  the  thir-  p.  404 
teenth  Day  of  November  last,  between  the  Ministers  Plenipotentiary 
of  the  United  States  of  America  for  treating  of  Peace,  and  the 
Minister  Plenipotentiary  of  his  Britannic  Majesty,  to  be  inserted  in, 
and  to  constitute  the  Treaty  of  Peace  proposed  to  be  concluded  be- 
tween the  United  States  of  America  and  his  Britannic  Majesty, 
when  Terms  of  Peace  should  be  agreed  upon  between  their  most 
Christian  and  Britannic  Majesties,  were  signed  at  Versailles  on  the 
twentieth  Day  of  January  last,  by  the  Ministers  of  their  most  Chris- 
tian and  Britannic  Majesties :  And  Whereas,  Preliminaries  for 
restoring  Peace  between  the  said  King  of  Great-Britain  and  the 
King  of  Spain,  were  also  signed  at  Versailles  on  the  same  twentieth 
Day  of  January  last. 

By  which  said  Preliminary  Articles  it  hath  been  agreed.  That  as 
soon  as  the  same  were  ratified.  Hostilities,  between  the  said  Kings, 
their  Kingdoms,  States  and  Subjects,  should  cease  in  all  Parts  of  the 
World ;  and  it  was  farther  agreed.  That  all  Vessels  and  Effects  that 
might  be  taken  in  the  Channel  and  in  the  North  Seas,  after  the  Space 
of  twelve  Days  from  the  Ratification  of  the  said  Preliminary  Arti- 
cles, should  be  restored;  that  the  Term  should  be  one  Month  from 
the  Channel  and  North  Seas  as  far  as  the  Canary  Islands  inclusively, 
whether  in  the  Ocean  or  the  Mediterranian,  two  Months  from  the 
said  Canary  Islands  as  far  as  the  Equinoctial  or  Equator ;  and  lastly, 
five  Months  in  all  other  Parts  of  the  World,  without  any  exception 
or  more  particular  Description  of  Time  or  Place :  And  Whereas  it 
was  declared  by  the  Minister  plenipotentiary  of  the  King  of  Great

We  have  thought  fit  to  make  known  the  same  to  the  Citizens  of 
these  States,  and  we  hereby  strictly  charge  and  command  all  our 
Officers,  both  by  Sea  and  Land,  and  others,  Subjects  of  these  United 
States,  to  forbear  all  Acts  of  Hostility,  either  by  Sea  or  by  Land, 
against  his  Britannic  Majesty  or  his  Subjects,  from  and  after  the 
respective  Times  agreed  upon  between  their  Most  Christian  and 
Britannic  Majesties  as  aforesaid. 

And  We  do  further  require  all  Governors  and  others,  the  Execu- 
tive Powers  of  these  United  States  respectively,  to  cause  this  our 
Proclamation  to  be  made  public,  to  the  End  that  the  same  be  duly 
observed  within  their  several  Jurisdictions. 

Done  in  Congress,  at  Philadelphia,  this  eleventh  Day  of  April,  in 
the  Year  of  our  Lord  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty  three, 
and  of  our  Sovereignty  and  Independence  the  Seventh.

We  have  also  the  Honor  of  communicating  the  Preliminary  Articles 
of  Peace  between  Great  Britain  and  America :  also  a  Proclamation 
by  Congress  Announcing  the  Ratification  and  Exchange  of  the  Pre- 
liminary Articles  of  Peace  by  Great  Britain,  France  and  Spain  and 
a  general  Cessation  of  Hostilities  by  all  the  belligerent  Powers.  After 
a  long  and  dreadful  War,  after  Conflicts  and  Trials  unexampled  in 
the  History  of  Mankind  it  is  with  heart  felt  Satisfaction  that  we  now  p.  439 
see  our  sufferings  and  Labours  crowned  with  success,  and  the  Inde- 
pendence of  America  established  on  the  surest  Foundation.

We  take  the  Liberty  of  Recommending  a  Revision  as  early  as  pos- 
sible, of  our  Criminal  Law :  Nothing  can  be  of  more  Consequence 
to  Government  than  that  the  Laws  affecting  the  Lives  of  it's  Citizens 
should  be  reduced  to  the  utmost  certainty  and  that  Punishments  be 
regulated  by  the  Degrees  of  Criminality :  And  we  beg  Leave  to  sug- 
gest as  the  most  effectual  Means  to  obtain  a  well  digested  System  to 
commit  this  Business  into  the  Hands  of  a  Select  number  of  eminent 
Gentlemen  of  the  Law. — 

The  importance  of  Trade  and  Commerce  to  a  Country  is  so  uni- 
versally understood,  and  acknowledged  that  no  Arguments  need  be 
offered  to  shew  they  are  objects  which  call  for  every  public  Encour- 
agement. Peace  opens  to  us  the  most  extended  prospects,  and  the 
Task  is  yours  to  seize  the  present  Opportunity  of  making  such  Com- 
mercial Improvements  as  may  lay  a  Permanent  Foundation  to  make 
this  a  great,  Happy,  and  flourishing  Country.  The  Act  of  Assembly 
which  relates  to  our  Shipping  and  Registers  requires  an  immediate 
Change  and  Amendment.

We  have  been  honored  with  yours  of  the  15*  instant  and  wish  it 
were  in  our  Power  to  make  such  Arrangements  in  the  Naval  Depart- 
ment as  might  give  you  Satisfaction,  but  our  present  System  of  Laws 
will  not  suffer  Us  to  adopt  the  Proposition  of  lodging  the  Papers  of 
foreign  Ships  with  the  Consuls  of  the  Nations  to  which  they  respec- 
tively belong.

The  Memorial  which  accompanies  this  has  been  for  some  Time 
past  preferred  to  us  on  a  Supposition  that  we  were  the  proper  Body 
for  the  Citizens  of  this  State  in  the  Predicament  of  the  Memorialists 
to  apply  to  for  the  means  of  Redress  :  but  on  a  full  Consideration  of 
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the  Subject  and  the  hmited  Powers  we  possess  We  conceive  the  Ap-  May  27 
plication  in  the  first  Instance  must  be  to  the  General  Assembly.  The  p  '^  °'  ^ 
Constitution  no  where  entrusts  the  Executive  with  Authority  to  re- 
dress the  Complaints  and  Grievances  of  our  Citizens.  The  Governor 
and  Council  indeed  may  remove  or  suspend  particular  Officers  and 
the  Governor  may  grant  Pardons  and  Reprieves  but  all  the  other 
Powers  of  Magistracy  which  our  Constitution  suffers  to  be  exer- 
cised belong  solely  to  the  judicial  Department. 

It  appearing  from  the  Memorial,  that  the  Injury  complained  of 
was  done  by  a  Subject  of  the  French  Nation  and  therefore  the  Re- 
dress sought  for  as  a  Matter  of  Right  can  only  be  obtained  by  a 
National  Interference.  It  is  true  the  Subject  of  our  Nation  when 
injured  by  the  Subject  of  another  naturally  applies  to  the  Executive 
of  his  own  Country  for  the  means  of  Satisfaction  but  this  we  pre- 
sume is  proper  only  where  such  Executive  is  invested  with  Powers 
to  Demand  reparation  and  to  enforce  it  by  War  or  Reprisals  on  a 
Refusal.  The  Prerogative  of  making  War  or  granting  Reprisals 
does  not  belong  to  Us  nor  indeed  does  the  Power  belong  to  the  Leg- 
islative Authority  itself :  it  is  lodged  by  the  Confederation  of  the 
States  solely  with  Congress.  They  are  the  Supreme  Executive  in 
Matters  of  War  and  Peace  and  they  are  competent  to  the  Subject  of 
the  Memorial. — 

The  Delegates  to  Congress  are  not  of  our  Appointment  nor  Sub-  p.  443 
ject  to  our  Removal  or  Suspension,  nor  does  the  Constitution  em- 
power us  in  any  one  single  Case  to  instruct  them  on  any  One  Sub- 
ject :  We  could  not  therefore  with  any  Propriety  forward  the  Memo- 
rial to  them  with  Commands  to  lay  the  Same  before  Congress,  and

You  are  required  to  take 
Liber  No.  78  ggj^^j  y^^jj-}^  Security,  if  you  are  disposed  to  dispense  with  the  Law, 
and  take  a  verbal  Assumption  the  only  Consequence  will  be,  that  you 
will  be  Answerable  out  of  your  Own  Pocket  in  Case  of  failure. 
Naval  Officers  as  well  as  other  Public  Officers  frequently  grant  In- 
dulgencies :  but  then  they  are  always  at  the  Peril  of  the  Officer.  To 
act  safely  and  without  Hazard  we  should  make  the  Law  the  Rule  of 
our  Conduct,  and  never  Assume  a  Discretionary  Power  to  depart 
from  it. 

The  Jurisdiction  of  a  Consul  is  very  limited  where  there  is  no 
Treaty  to  ascertain  it's  Extent :  We  knew  of  no  such  Character  as 
the  Consuls  Chancellor  And  we  are  sure  if  such  Character  exists  in 
p.  445  the  Powers  given  by  France  to  the  Consul  he  cannot  be  answerable 
to  our  Authority  or  Courts  in  that  Character.  But  why  can't  the 
Consul  enter  into  Bond  with  the  Masters  of  the  French  Ships  and 
become  their  Security  as  the  Law  directs?  He  may  execute  such 
Bond  as  a  private  Individual  tho'  not  in  his  Political  Character  as 
Consul,  and  thus  all  Difficulties  will  at  once  be  removed.  You  only 
are  to  Judge  of  the  Sufficiency  of  the  Security;  and  if  the  Sureties 
ofifered  are  Competent  in  their  Circumstances,  it  is  all  the  Law  re- 
quires of  you.

We  request  you  will  communicate  these  our  Sentiments 
to  the  Gentlemen  of  your  Bench.

Us  to  observe  that  we  have  no  power  of  dispensing  with  a  Law — 
Nor  can  We  undertake  to  Justify  you  in  doing  it,  altho'  We  think 
in  the  present  instance,  the  measure  would  be  highly  agreeable  to  the 
General  Assembly  for  the  reasons  which  follow.  It  is  certainly  bad 
policy  to  distress  the  Citizens  who  are  purchasers  of  Confiscated 
Property,  by  issuing  executions  against  them  when  the  Money  aris- 
ing therefrom  cannot  be  applied  to  the  Service  of  the  State,  but 
must  remain  locked  up  in  the  Treasury,  'till  after  the  last  of  Decem- 
ber 1784  the  time  of  the  redemption  of  the  Bills  of  Credit,  to  redeem  • 
which  the  property  was  sold.  We  think  it  would  be  highly  oppres- 
sive because  from  the  Scarcity  of  Specie  the  Debtors  can  with  dififi-

In  obedience  to  the  Recommendation  of  Congress  the  following 
Proclamation  issued 

In  Council  20"^  January  1784. 

By  his  Excellency  William  Paca  Esq''  Governor  of  Maryland 
A  Proclamation 

Whereas  Definitive  articles  of  Peace  and  Friendship  between  the 
United  States  of  America  and  his  Britannic  Majesty,  were  concluded 
and  signed  at  Paris  on  the  third  Day  of  September  1783,  by  the 
Plenipotentiaries  of  the  said  United  States  and  of  his  Said  Britannic 
Majesty,  duly  and  respectively  authorized  for  that  purpose :  which 
Definitive  Articles  are  in  the  words  following : 

"  In  the  name  of  the  most  holy  and  undivided  Trinity. 

"  It  having  pleased  the  Divine  Providence  to  dispose  the  Hearts  of 
the  most  serene  and  most  potent  Prince  George  the  third,  by  the  Grace 
of  God  king  of  Great  Britain,  France  and  Ireland,  Defender  of 
the  faith,  Duke  of  Brunswick  and  Lunenburgh,  arch-Treasurer  and 
Prince  elector  of  the  holy  Roman  Empire,  St"^  and  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  to  forget  all  past  misunderstandings  and '  differences 
that  have  unhappily  interrupted  the  good  Correspondence  and  Friend- 
ship which  they  mutually  wish  to  restore ;  and  to  establish  such  a 
Beneficial  and  satisfactory  intercourse  between  the  two  Countries 
upon  the  ground  of  reciprocal  advantages  and  mutual  convenience, 
as  may  promote  and  secure  to  both  perpetual  Peace  and  Harmony, 
and  having  for  this  desirable  end  already  laid  the  foundation  of 
Peace  and  reconciliation,  by  the  Provisional  articles,  signed  at  Paris 
on  the  30*''  of  November  1782,  by  the  Commissioners  empowered 
on  each  part,  which  Articles  were  agreed  to  be  inserted  in  and  to  con- 
stitute the  Treaty  of  Peace  proposed  to  be  concluded  between  the 
Crown  of  Great  Britain  and  the  said  United  States,  but  which  Treaty 
was  not  to  be  concluded  until  Terms  of  peace  should  be  agreed  upon 
between  Great  Britain  and  France,  and  his  Britannic  Majesty  should 
be  ready  to  conclude  such  Treaty  accordingly;  and  the  Treaty  be- 
tween Great  Britain  and  France  having  since  been  concluded,  his 
Britannic  Majesty  and  the  United  States  of  America,  in  order  to 
carry  into  full  effect  the  Provisional  Articles  abovementioned  ac-  p.  481 
cording  to  the  Tenor  thereof,  have  constituted  and  appointed,  that  is 
to  say,  his  Britannic  Majesty  on  his  part,  David  Hartley,  Esq''  mem- 
ber of  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain ;  and  the  United  States  on 
their  part  John  Adams,  Esq''  late  Commissioner  of  the  United  States 
of  America  at  the  Court  of  Versailles,  late  Delegate  in  Congress  from 
the  State  of  Massachusetts,  and  chief  Justice  of  the  said  State,  and 
Minister  Plenipotentiary  of  the  said  United  States  to  their  High 
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January  20  Mightinesses  the  States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands ;  Benjamin 
No  24  Fra^riklin,  Esquire  late  Delegate  in  Congress  from  the  State  of  Penn- 
p.  481  sylvania,  President  of  the  Convention  of  the  said  State  and  Minister 
Plenipotentiary  from  the  United  States  of  America  at  the  Court 
of  Versailles ;  John  Jay  Esq''  late  President  of  Congress,  and  Chief 
Justice  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  Minister  Plenipotentiary  from 
the  said  United  States  at  the  Court  of  Madrid ;  to  be  the  Plenipoten- 
tiaries for  the  concluding  and  signing  the  present  Definitive  Treaty ; 
who  after  having  reciprocally  communicated  their  respective  full 
Powers,  have  agreed  upon  and  confirmed  the  following  Articles : 

"Article  ist.  His  Britannic  Majesty  acknowledges  the  said  United 
States,  Viz  New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts-Bay,  Rhode-Island,  and 
Providence  plantations,  Connecticut,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Penn- 
sylvania, Delaware,  Maryland,  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  South  Caro- 
lina and  Georgia,  to  be  free,  Sovereign  and  Independent  States : 
that  he  treats  with  them  as  such ;  and  for  himself,  his  Heirs  and  Suc- 
cessors, relinquishes  all  claims  to  the  Government,  propriety  and  Ter- 
ritorial rights  of  the  same,  and  every  part  thereof 

"Article  2d.  And  that  all  Disputes  which  might  arise  in  future  on 
the  Subject  of  the  Boundaries  of  the  said  United  States  may  be  pre- 
vented, it  i«  hereby  agreed  and  declared,  that  the  following  are  and 
shall  be  their  Boundaries,  viz.  From  the  North  West  angle  of  Nova 
Scotia,  viz  that  angle  which  is  formed  by  a  Line  drawn  due  North 
from  the  source  of  Saint  Croix  river  to  the  Highlands;  along  the 
said  Highlands  which  divide  those  rivers  that  empty  themselves  into 
the  river  Saint  Lawrence  from  those  which  fall  into  the  Atlantic 
Ocean,  to  the  North  western  most  head  of  Connecticut  river,  thence 
down  along  the  middle  of  that  river  to  the  forty  fifth  degree  of  North 
Latitude ;  from  thence  by  a  Line  due  west  on  said  Latitude,  until  it 
strikes  the  river  Iroquois  or  Cataraguy ;  thence  along  the  middle  of 
said  river  into  Lake  Ontario  through  the  middle  of  said  Lake  until  it 
strikes  the  communication  by  water  between  that  Lake  and  Lake 
Erie;  thence  along  the  Middle  of  said  Communication  into  Lake 
Erie,  through  the  middle  of  said  Lake  until  it  arrives  at  the  water 
Communication  between  that  Lake  and  Lake  Huron;  thence  along 
the  middle  of  said  Water  communication  into  the  Lake  Huron ; 
thence  through  the  middle  of  said  Lake,  to  the  water  Communication 
between  that  Lake  and  Lake  Superior  Northward  of  the  Isles  Royal 
and  Philipeaux  to  the  Long  Lake,  thence  through  the  middle  of  said 
long  Lake,  and  the  water  communication  between  it  and  the  Lake  of 
the  Woods  to  the  said  Lake  of  the  Woods ;  thence  through  the  said 
Lake  to  the  most  north  western  point  thereof,  and  from  thence  on  a 
due  west  course  to  the  river  Mississippi,  thence  by  a  Line  to  be  drawn 
along  the  middle  of  the  said  river  Mississippi  until  it  shall  intersect 
the  Northernmost  part  of  the  thirty  first  Degree  of  North  Latitude. 
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South  by  a  Line  to  be  drawn  due  East  from  the  Determination  of  January  20 
the  Line  last  mentioned  in  the  Latitude  of  thirty  one  Degree,  north  -^^^l/" 
of  the  Equator,  to  the  middle  of  the  River  Apalachicola  or  Cata-  p.  4J82 
houche;  thence  along  the  middle  thereof  to  its  junction  with  the  Flint 
river;  thence  straight  to  the  Head  of  S*  Mary's  River,  and  thence 
down  along  the  middle  of  Saint  Mary's  river  to  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 
East  by  a  Line  to  be  drawn  along  the  River  Saint  Croix,  from  its 
mouth  in  the  Bay  of  Fundy  to  its  Source,  and  from  it's  source  directly 
north  to  the  aforesaid  Highlands  which  divide  the  Rivers  that  fall 
into  the  Atlantic  Ocean  from  those  which  fall  into  the  river  Saint 
Lawrence ;  comprehending  all  Islands  within  twenty  Leagues  of  any 
part  of  the  Shores  of  the  United  States  and  lying  between  Lines  to 
be  drawn  due  East  from  the  Points  where  the  aforesaid  Boundaries 
between  Nova  Scotia,  on  the  one  part,  and  East  Florida,  on  the  other 
shall  respectively  touch  the  Bay  of  Fundy,  and  the  Atlantic  Ocean ; 
excepting  such  Islands  as  now  are  or  heretofore  have  been  within 
the  limits  of  the  said  Province  of  Nova  Scotia. 

"Article  3d.  It  is  agreed  that  the  People  of  the  United  States  shall 
continue  to  enjoy  unmolested  the  right  to  take  fish  of  every  kind  on 
the  Grand  Bank,  and  on  all  other  Banks  of  Newfoundland;  also  in 
the  Gulph  of  Saint  Lawrence,  and  at  all  other  places  in  the  Sea  where 
the  Inhabitants  of  both  Countries  used  at  any  time  heretofore  to  fish, 
and  also  that  the  Inhabitants  of  the  United  States  shall  have  Liberty 
to  take  fish  of  every  kind  on  such  part  of  the  Coast  of  Newfoundland 
as  British  Fishermen  shall  use  (but  not  to  dry  or  cure  the  same  in 
that  Island)  and  also  and  the  Coasts,  Bays  and  Creeks  of  all  other 
of  his  Britannic  Majestys  Dominions  in  America;  and  that  the 
American  Fishermen  shall  have  liberty  to  dry  and  cure  fish  in  any 
of  the  unsettled  Bays,  Harbours  and  Creeks  of  Nova  Scotia,  Mag- 
dalen Islands,. and  Labrador,  so  long  as  the  same  shall  remain  un- 
settled, but  so  soon  as  the  same  or  either  of  them  shall  be  settled,  it 
shall  not  be  Lawful  for  the  said  Fishermen  to  dry  or  cure  Fish  at 
such  settlement  without  a  previous  Agreement  for  that  purpose  with 
the  Inhabitants,  Proprietors  or  Possessors  of  the  ground. 

"Article  4th.  It  is  agreed  the  Creditors  on  either  side  shall  meet 
with  no  Lawful  impediment  to  the  recovery  of  the  full  value  in 
Sterling  money,  of  all  bona  fide  Debts  heretofore  Contracted. 

"Article  5th.  It  is  agreed  that  the  Congress  shall  earnestly  recom- 
mend it  to  the  Legislatures  of  the  respective  States,  to  provide  for 
the  restitution  of  all  Estates,  Rights  and  Properties,  which  have  been 
confiscated,  belonging  to  real  British  Subjects,  and  also  of  the  Es- 
tates, Rights  and  Properties  of  Persons  resident  in  Districts  in  the 
Possession  of  his  Majesty's  Arms,  and  who  have  not  borne  Arms 
against  the  said  United  States.  And  that  Persons  of  any  other  de- 
scription shall  have  free  Liberty  to  go  to  any  part  or  parts  of  any 
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January  20  of  the  Thirteen  United  States,  and  therein  to  remain  twelve  months 
Liber  C.  B.  unmolested  in  their  endeavors  to  obtain  the  restitution  of  such  of

p. 482  their  Estates,  rights  and  Properties,  as  may  have  been  confiscated; 
and  that  Congress  shall  also  earnestly  recommend  to  the  several  States 
a  reconsideration  and  revision  of  all  Acts  or  Laws  regarding  the 
premises,  so  as  to  render  the  said  Laws  or  Acts  perfectly  consis- 
tent, not  only  with  Justice  and  equity,  but  with  that  Spirit  of  con- 
ciliation, which  on  the  return  of  the  Blessings  of  Peace  should  uni- 
versally prevail.  And  that  Congress  shall  also  earnestly  recommend 
to  the  several  States,  that  the  Estates,  rights  and  properties  of  such 
last  mentioned  persons  shall  be  restored  to  them;  the  refunding  to 
any  persons  who  may  be  now  in  the  possession  the  bona  fide  price 

p. 483  (where  any  has  been  given)  which  such  persons  may  have  paid  on 
purchasing  any  of  the  said  Lands,  rights  or  Properties  since  the  Con- 
fiscation. And  it  is  agreed  that  all  persons  who  have  any  Interests  in 
Confiscated  Lands,  either  by  Debts,  Marriage  Settlements,  or  other- 
wise, shall  meet  with  no  Lawful  impediment  in  the  prosecution  of 
their  just  rights. 

"Article  6th.  That  there  shall  be  no  future  Confiscations  made  nor 
any  Prosecutions  commenced  against  any  person  or  persons  for  or 
by  reason  of  the  part  which  he  or  they  may  have  taken  in  the  present 
War;  and  that  no  person  shall  on  that  Account,  suffer  any  future 
Loss  or  Damage,  either  in  his  person,  Liberty  or  Property,  and  that 
those  who  may  be  in  confinement  on  Such  Charges,  at  the  time  of  the 
ratification  of  the  Treaty  in  America,  shall  be  immediately  Set  at 
Liberty,  and  the  Prosecutions  so  commenced  be  discontinued. 

"Article  7th.  There  shall  be  a  firm  and  perpetual  Peace  between 
his  Britannic  Majesty  and  the  said  States,  and  between  the  Subjects 
of  the  one,  and  the  Citizens  of  the  other,  wherefore  all  Hostilities 
both  by  Sea  and  Land  shall  from  henceforth  cease :  all  Prisoners  on 
both  sides  shall  be  set  at  Liberty,  and  his  Britannic  Majesty  shall 
with  all  convenient  speed  and  without  causing  any  Destruction,  or 
carrying  away  any  Negroes,  or  other  Property  of  the  American  In- 
habitants, withdraw  all  his  Armies,  Garrisons  and  Fleets  from  the 
said  United  States,  and  from  every  Post  place  and  Harbour  within 
the  same,  leaving  in  all  Fortifications  the  American  Artillery  that 
may  be  therein,  and  shall  also  order  and  cause  all  archives,  Records, 
Deeds  and  Papers,  belonging  to  any  of  the  said  States,  or  their  Citi- 
zens, which  in  the  course  of  the  War  may  have  fallen  into  the  Hands 
of  his  Officers,  to  be  forthwith  restored  and  delivered  to  the  proper 
States  and  persons  to  whom  they  belong. 

"Article  8th.  The  navigation  of  the  River  Mississippi,  from  it's 
Source  to  the  Ocean  shall  forever  remain  free  and  open  to  the  Sub- 
jects of  Great  Britain  and  the  Citizens  of  the  United  States. 

"Article  9"^  In  case  it  should  so  happen  that  any  place  or  Terri- 
tory belonging  to  Great  Britain  or  the  United  States,  should  have 
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been  conquered  by  the  Arms  of  either  from  the  other  before  the  Ar-  January 20 
rival  of  the  said  Provisional  Articles  in  America,  it  is  agreed,  that  the  mq  24 
same  shall  be  restored  without  difficulty,  and  without  requiring  any  p.  483 
compensation. 

"Article  10.  The  Solemn  ratifications  of  the  present  Treaty,  ex- 
pidited  in  good  and  due  form,  shall  be  exchanged  between  the  Con- 
tracting parties  in  the  space  of  six  months,  or  sooner  if  possible,  to 
be  computed  from  the  Day  of  the  Signature  of  the  present  Treaty. 
In  Witness  whereof,  we  the  undersigned,  their  Ministers  Plenipo- 
tentiary, have  in  their  name,  and  in  Virtue  of  our  full  Powers,  signed 
with  our  Hands  the  present  Definitive  Treaty  and  caused  the  Seals 
of  our  Arms  to  be  affixed  thereto.

We  have  the  Honor  to  acknowlege  your's  of  the  7'^  Instant,  in- 
forming Us  that  our's  of  the  29**^  April  addressed  to  the  President 
of  your  State  was  received,  and  referred  by  the  Council  to  you  as 
Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  to  take  Measures  to  bring  M*"  Carbury 
into  your  State  for  Prosecution  and  Trial  for  the  Offences  with 
which  he  is  charged  to  have  there  committed :  in  consequence  of  this 
Act  of  Council  you  have  addressed  Us  and  requested  that  we  should 
order  M*"  Carbury  to  be  sent  to  the  Goal  of  the  City  and  County  of  p.  461 
Philadelphia. 

As  soon  as  we  were  made  acquainted  with  M''  Carbury's  Affair 
we  took  Measures  to  give  your  Executive  Power  the  earliest  infor- 
mation of  it,  conceiving  that  by  the  Articles  of  Confederation  they 
only  could  nationally  interfere  and  demand  him  out  of  the  Hands 
and  Jurisdiction  of  this  Government :  the  4*''  Clause  of  the  Confed- 
eration is  plain  and  explicit  and  we  still  think  no  Authority  in  your 
State  competent  to  demand  M""  Carbury  but  the  Executive.

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May 20  cial  Capacity,  and  not  as  the  Commissioners  of  your  Executive:  the 
Liber  No.  78  ^^^  ^f  Council  which  you  mention  seems  to  have  had  a  different 
Object  and  refers  only  to  taking  Measures  to  bring  M""  Carbury  to 
your  State  for  Trial. 

When  your  Executive  shall  think  proper  to  exercise  their  Au- 
thority in  the  present  Case  and  make  a  Demand  of  M""  Carbury  we 
shall  immediately  order  him  to  be  delivered  up  and  removed  to  your 
State.

of  the  21  October  last  past. 

Your  Construction  of  the  Confederation  is  very  dififerent  from 
my  Ideas  of  it,  and  I  find  I  have  been  much  mistaken  with  Regard 
to  the  legal  Principles  of  your  Proceeding  in  the  Affair  of  M"" 
Carbury. — 

You  are  of  Opinion  that  M*"  Carbury's  Ofifence  abstractedly  con- 
sidered from  our  Treason  Act  could  not  be  cognizable  here  before  a 
Demand  of  him  by  the  Executive  of  Pennsylvania.  There  is  nothing 
I  think  in  the  Confederation,  which  says  so,  and  in  my  Judgment 
such  a  Construction  of  it  would  defeat  both  the  Object  and  Policy 
of  it.  M""  Carbury  indeed  could  not  be  delivered  up  before  a  Demand 
but  I  cannot  conceive  why  he  should  not  be  Arrested  and  his  Offence 
so  far  cognizable  before  such  Demand.  I  see  no  Ground  at  all  for 
the  Construction  that  the  Executive  only  of  the  Offended  State  can 
p. 46s  charge  the  Criminal:  I  think  any  Man  whatever  Conuzant  of  the 
Offender's  Guilt  may  charge  him  and  on  such  Charge  if  the  Evidence 
affords  probable  Grounds  of  Belief  the  Offender  might  be  arrested. 
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The  Confederation  could  seldom  be  enforced  or  carried  into  Execu-  November 
tion  if  no  Authority  but  the  Executive  only  of  the  Offended  State  y,      x-      g 
could  charge  such  Criminal :    A  Criminal  for  example  of  Massa-  p.  465 
chusets  has  fled  to  this  State  and  is  here  discovered:  if  he  cannot  be 
charged  but  by  the  Executive  of  Massachusets  no  Process  can  issue 
for  his  arrest  no  step  taken  to  stop  his  Flight  or  prevent  his  Escape 
till  information  can  be  sent  to  Massachusets,  and  the  Executive  there 
have  an  Opportunity  to  make  their  charges  and  send  them  forward 
with  the  Evidence.    In  the  mean  time  the  Criminal  is  gone  and  per- 
haps while  the  Information  is  travelling  to  Boston  he  has  got  on  the 
high  Seas  on  his  way  to  Europe.   Besides  who  would  be  at  the  pains 
and  Expence  of  giving  Information  which  in  all  probability  in  nine 
Instances  out  of  ten  would  be  totally  useless. — 

But  you  are  of  Opinion  that  the  Governor  alone  might  have  ar- 
rested M''  Carbury  after  Demand.  I  conceive  there  is  an  Obvious 
Distinction  between  Arresting  a  Criminal  and  the  sending  him  out 
of  the  State,  and  delivering  him  up  to  another  Power  and  Jurisdic- 
tion. The  Powers  are  separate  and  distinct  and  in  all  free  Govern- 
ments they  are  exercised  by  different  Branches  of  its  Authority. 
The  Power  to  Arrest  is  ever  lodged  with  the  Magisterial  or  judicial 
Authority,  the  Power  of  delivering  up  a  Fugitive  Offender  is  merely 
ministerial  and  Executive  and  accordingly  lodged  with  the  Executive. 
The  Confederation  does  not  say  what  Authority  in  the  State  shall 
arrest  or  what  Authority  shall  deliver  up  such  Offender :  it  only  says 
that  on  the  Demand  of  the  Governor  or  Executive  of  the  Offended 
State  the  Criminal  shall  be  delivered  up  by  the  State  in  which  he  is 
found.  It  is  therefore  only  by  Construction  and  Implication  that  the 
Governor  can  exercise  even  the  Power  of  delivering  up  such  Crimi- 
nal, but  this  Construction  and  Implication  are  founded  upon  a  clear 
and  obvious  Necessity,  and  I  admit  that  the  Power  to  deliver  up  is 
solely  and  exclusively  with  the  Governor  who  alone  by  our  Consti- 
tution and  Form  of  Government  is  to  exercise  all  Executive  Powers 
in  which  the  Advice  and  Concurrence  of  the  Council  is  not  required — 
The  Confederation  stipulates  that  this  Power  shall  be  exercised : 
it  is  also  an  Executive  Power  and  there  is  no  other  Department  in 
our  Government  that  is  Executive  but  the  Governor  or  Governor 
and  Council,  and  in  this  Instance  the  Constitution  does  not  require 
the  advice  and  Concurrence : — it  therefore  might  be  with  the  Gov-  p.  466 
ernor  and  with  hime  alone. 

But  on  what  Principles,  and  by  what  Authority  shall  he  exercise 
the  Magisterial  Power  to  issue  a  Warrant  and  to  arrest  a  Fugitive 
Criminal?  The  Constitution  and  Form  of  Government  gives  him 
no  such  Power,  nor  does  the  Confederation  say  who  shall  exercise  it. 
If  the  Governor  then  is  to  exercise  it  solely  and  exclusively  as  in- 
sisted upon  he  must  take  it  under  the  Confederation  by  Construction 
and  Implication  But  when  Powers  are  assumed  by  Implication  and 
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November  Construction,  such  Construction  &  Implication  ought  to  be  founded 
Liber  No  78  °"  ^  *^^^^^  ^^^  obvious  Necessity — What  necessity  can  possibly  exist 
p. 466  with  Regard  to  his  exercising  this  Power?  Is  not  the  judicial  and 
Magisterial  Authority  of  the  State,  as  competent  to  arrest  a  Fugi- 
tive Criminal  as  any  other  Criminal?  Is  not  the  Power  to  arrest, 
a  Branch  of  judicial  Authority  and  does  not  our  Bill  of  Rights  say 
the  Executive  and  Judicial  ought  to  be  separate  and  distinct?  and 
where  can  it  be  so  effectually  evercised  as  by  the  Magisterial  or  judi- 
cial Authority?  The  Magisterial  Power  is  dispersed  over  the  whole 
State :  if  a  Fugitive  Criminal  is  detected  in  any  of  the  Counties  a 
Warrant  may  be  immediately  had  of  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  and  the 
Criminal  arrested  and  secured.  But  if  the  Power  to  Arrest  be  in 
the  Governor  only  the  Criminal  may  escape  before  an  Application 
could  reach  him  or  his  Warrant  be  obtained. 

With  Regard  to  the  Objection,  that  if  such  Criminal  be  arrested 
by  the  judicial  Power  it  must  conform  in  the  Exercise  of  it  to  the 
Constitution  and  Form  of  Government  of  this  State  and  there  must 
be  an  Oath  in  all  cases  and  the  Party  entitled  to  Bail  I  apprehend 
the  Objection  is  made  upon  very  mistaken  principles.  The  Confed- 
eration is  the  supreme  overuling  Compact,  Constitution,  and  Gov- 
ernment of  every  State :  the  Power  to  arrest  a  Fugitive  Criminal  is 
derieved  from  the  Confederation  and  the  Exercise  of  it  must  be 
guided  by  that  alone:  the  Forms  of  Process  and  Arrest  prescribed 
by  the  Constitution  and  Form  of  Government  with  Regard  to  it's 
own  Citizens  for  Offences  within  its  Limits  cannot  apply  to  Arrests 
under  the  Confederation.  A  Fugitive  Criminal  arrested  under  the 
Confederation  in  my  Opinion  is  not  entitled  to  Bail ;  he  must  be  com- 
mitted and  held  in  Custody  until  the  State  in  which  the  Offence  is 
committed  is  Officially  informed  of  the  arrest  and  Commitment  and 
have  a  reasonable  time  to  Demand  him. 
p.  467  I  certainly  did  think  you  declined  proceeding  against  M''  Carbury 
in  Expectation  that  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  would  have  demanded 
him :  it  was  my  Opinion  that  the  Moment  M""  Carbury  was  de- 
manded the  Confederation  superseded  the  judicial  Authority  and 
Jurisdiction  of  this  State  over  such  Offences  as  he  was  charged  to 
have  committed  in  Pennsylvania.  It  is  true,  M''  Carbury's  Offence, 
tho'  committed  in  Pennsylvania  was  cognizable  and  triable  by  our 
Laws  but  it  is  as  true  the  Confederation  expressly  stipulates  that 
on  Demand  a  Fugitive  Criminal  shall  be  delivered  up :  The  Con- 
federation is  the  overuling  Power :  it  cannot  be  controled  by  the 
Laws  or  Acts  of  Assembly  of  any  Individual  State :  had  a  Demand 
been  made  I  should  have  considered  myself  as  obliged  to  have  in- 
terposed the  Authority  of  Government  and  prevented  you  from  pro- 
ceeding against  him  on  the  Treason  Act  of  this  State.  If  this  State 
can  pass  an  Act  making  Offences  done  in  another  by  it's  Citizens 
cognizable  and  triable  here,  and  on  that  Ground  retain  the  Criminal 
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against  the  Demand  of  the  Offended  State  within  whose  Limits  and  November 
Jurisdiction  the  Offence  was  committed  then  it  lies  in  the  Power  of  ^'j^g^  ^^  ^3 
this  State  and  any  other  to  defeat  when  it  pleases  the  whole  Object  p.  4^17 
and  Policy  of  the  Confederation:  there  needs  only  a  general  Law 
comprehending  all  Offences  done  in  a  Neighbouring  State  and  mak- 
ing them  cognizable  here.    But  Surely  nothing  could  have  a  more 
pernicious  Tendancy  than  a  Doctrine  of  this  nature :  and  nothing 
could  be  more  compleatly  calculated  to  create  Contention  Jealousy 
and  Animosities  between  the  States :  for  the  State  within  whose  Lim- 
its the  Offence  was  committed  would  never  suffer  it's  Jurisdiction  to 
be  ousted  by  such  a  Political  Manuevre. 

When  I  requested  your  Honors  to  have  M""  Carbury  arrested  and 
conveyed  to  the  Limits  of  this  State  there  to  be  delivered  up  I  did 
not  mean  to  Affirm  that  the  Power  to  deliver  up  lay  with  you :  I  only 
meant  to  obtain  the  Assistance  of  your  Officers  in  conveying  him  to 
the  Limits  :  When  there  I  should  have  ordered  him  to  be  delivered  up. 

Upon  the  whole  it  is  my  Opinion  that  when  M""  Carbury  was 
charged  before  the  Judges  with  Offences  done  in  Pennsylvania  within 
the  description  of  Offences  stated  and  defined  by  the  Confederation, 
they  ought  to  have  issued  their  Warrant  for  his  Arrest,  and  on  that 
Arrest  to  have  committed  him  without  Bail :  When  they  had  thus  p.  468 
Arrested  and  committed  him  they  should  have  communicated  their 
Proceedings  to  the  Governor  to  be  forwarded  by  him  to  the  Execu- 
tive of  Pennsylvania :  if  no  Demand  had  been  made  within  a  reason- 
able time  it  would  have  then  been  their  Duty  on  Application  to  have 
granted  a  Habeas  Corpus  and  discharged  M""  Carbury  from  that 
arrest  and  Commitment.  The  Affair  then  might  have  been  taken 
up  as  an  Offence  under  our  Treason  Act  and  the  Proceeding  con- 
ducted according  to  the  Laws  Constitution  and  Government  of  the 
State. 

Having  this  misfortune  to  differ  so  widely  you  You  on  this  Sub- 
ject, it  becomes  my  Duty  to  lay  the  Affair  before  the  General  Assem- 
bly for  their  Consideration  and  order.
